Etaff Correspondence.)—This has been a day 
full of unique interest to the president of 
the United States and all of the 
of the presidential pgrty touring the south. 
Today they have been the guests of the 
great state of Alabama, and what they 
have seen and what they have heard each 
wil] carry to his or her dying day. 

At Tuskegee they witnessed the most 
unique experience that has come to the 
lives of most of them; at Montgomery, once 
the capital of the confederacy and in many 
respects still a city of the old south, this 
republican jeader found all sectional and all 
political lines wiped away; and the enthu- 
Blasm displayed on all sides was certainly 
equal to that which would have been ac- 
corded him in any city of {ts size in this 
Great country. : 

Here in Montgomery the comparisons 
have all been made with that day in the 
city’s history when Jefferson Davis, the 
great leader of the cause for which these 
people of the south and their ancestors 
fought, last visited the city—an old man 
on the verge of the grave, doubly dear be- 
cause of the fact that he had been made 
the mark for the bitterest of criticisms; 
& man whose name was cherished in every 
heart—that day when Davis returned to 
Montgomery on the occasion of his famous

Geauine and Hearty. 

This is not guff. The 
President McKinley at Montgomery was 
genuine in its heartiness. The city waS 
beautifully decorated, and along the line 
of march and at the two points where ex- 
ercises were held, there were not only very 
large crowds, but the crowds were very 
@nthusiastic. It; was really a historic 
scene when the president of the United 
States passed up the long Steps leading to 
the old capito! at the top of the hill, cheered 
every step of the way by the enthusiastic 
crowd. : 

“The civil war is undoubtedly over,” the 
President suggested to Governor Jonn- 
ston, as they drove from the capitol, 
through the jspplauding thrones which 
filled the broad avenue. Montgomery is 
Strictly a democratic city. Only fifty re- 
publican votes were polled in this county in 
the last state election, and yet, when the 
republican president and his party reached 
the depot this afternoon there were 5.000 
people to greet him with a shout. The big 
depot was elaborately decorated with red, 
white and blue. As the presidential party 
alighted from the train, accompanied by 
Governor Johnston, and the other Alabama 
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offizials who had escorted them from At- 
anta, the cannon boomed and _ several 
bands at the depot played a medley of 
“Dixie’’ and the “Bonnie Blue Flag.” 
Thea party was escorted in carriages 
through the business streets of the town. 
Every store and building was decorated 
in the national colors, and the carriages 
could searcely make their way through the 
crowds. The capitol building stands on an 
elevated square at the head ofa beautiful 
avenue, 100 feet in width. The fhandsome 
old capitol building, on the steps of which 
Jefferson Davis was inaugurated as the 
only president of the confederate states, 
was elaborately bedecked in the national 
colors. The big pillars in front were 
wrapped with red, white and blue bunting, 
and all over the building the national col- 
ors were in evidence. The capitol grounds 
wanes crowded, and the president's reception

In th: Hall of the House. 
was escorted to the hall of 
representatives, and there 
where the confederate congress was OF- 
ev inized and where its first session of two 
months was heid, the president of the 
United States addressed the people. Every 
word that he. said was listened to with 
rapt attention and every sentiment: that 
he uttered was applauded by the confed- 
erate veterans and veterans’ widows pres- 
eat. A big United States flag was stretch- 
ed on the wsrll behind the speakers’ stand, 
and the room was garlanded throughout 
with the coiorz of the nation. The presi- 
dent said, end with a quivering voice, that 
seldom in his life had he been so deeply 
touched as: by the reception he was ac- 
corded in the confederacy’s old capital. 

When Governor Johnston escorted Presi- 
dent McKinley into the hall there was a 
tremendous demonstration. President Cun- 
ningham, of the state senate, introduced 
Hon. A. A. Wiley, the marshal of the day, 
who spoke of the reunited country in 
happy terms, and in turn presented Gov- 
ernor Johnston as the proper person to in- 
troduce the president.

Governor Johnston made a brief speech, 
in which he took occasion to say tiat 
Alsx.bama had nothing to take back for 
what she did in 1861, but that she was 
back in the union to stay and that she 
welcomed the president of the reunited 
count", to the historic spot around the 
assem) iage.

SILL FOR GOVERNMENT. TO CARE 
FOR CONFEDERATE VETERANS. 


Representative Rixey. of Virginia, In- 
troduces the Bil:—Is Referred 
tc a Committee. 
Washineton, December 16.—Representa- 
tive Rixey, of Virginia, today introduced a 
bill for: the admission of confederate as 
well as union soldiers to all soldiers’ homes 


and government institutions maintained by 
the government. Although somewhat in 
line with the president's suggestion in. his 
speech at Atlanta, this referred to govern- 


ment care for confederate cemeteries, 


whereas the Rixey bill refers to living ex- 
confederates who are ‘“‘maimed, crippled or 
needy.” 

The text of the bill follows: 

That after the passage of this act all 
soldiers’ homes and ot&er institutions 
maintained by the government for the 
maimed, crippled and needy soldiers and 
sailors of the United States shall be open 
to all soldiers and sailors of the civil 
war of 1861-65, upon the same terms and 
without discrimination as to whether 
they were enlisted upon the side of the 
union or the confederacy. 

The bill was referred to the committee on 
military affairs.

Missionary White Brings News from 
China— As Many as 180 Deaths 
in One Day.

San Francisco, December 16.—On board 
the steamer Gaelic, which arrived from 
the orient today, was W. C. White, a mis- 
Sionary. He brings news of a terrible con- 
dition of affairs existing in Chin-Chow-Fu 
province, a section 150 miles long and sev- 
enty miles wide, inhabited by over 4,500,000 
peopie, mostly farmers. 

Owing to two. successive droughts the 
crops have been fallures and the people 
of the province mentioned are dying by 
thousands from starvation, and the out- 
lying provinces, and the government is 
doing little to help the suffering. The 
people of Shang-Fung province are also 
starving. |

CROWS STRONG 
Defense” Received Serious Set 
Back at Yesterday's Hearing, 


EVIDENCE SEEMS TO BE CLEAR 


Witness Testifies That Mrs, Botkin Pur- 
chased Handkerchief, 


IDENTIFIED AS ONE SENT THE VICTIM 


To One Witness She Often Spoke of 
Poisons and Discussed the 
Strength and Effect of 
Various Kinds—What 
Witnesses Said. 


San Francisco, December 16.—The defense 
in the Botkin trial today received the 
worst setback it has experienced since the 
case opened. The evidence of two of the 
witnesses examined today was of sudh a 
convincing nature that the chagrin caused 
by jts introduction was plainly written upon 
the faces of the accused woman and her 


| counsel, 


The evidence cleagly showed that Mrs. 
Botkin wrote the anonymous letters. sent 
to Mrs. Dunning from this city apprising 
her of the alleged misconduct of her hus- 
band and informing the dead woman that 
She had grounds for commencing a suit for 
divorce; the handKerchief which was en- 
closed in the box of poisoned candy was 
proven to have been purchased in this city 
by Mrs. Botkin, another link in the chain 
of the prosecution. 

The first importahce witness was Mrs. 
Grace Harris, who’ was employed in the 
City of Paris dry goods store during May 
and June of this year. Mrs. Harris told of 
tihe purchase of the handkerchief and iden- 
tifled the article WH by ghe sold, and stated 
positively that Mrs. Botkin was the pur- 
chaser. She was certain of the- identity 
of the woman, as Mrs. Botkin so 
bled Mrs. Harris's own mother that the 
similarity caused her to wonder. She was 
certain of the handkerchief, because it bore 


resem- 


a price mark which she herseif had stamp- 
ed upon the article. Cross-examination 
rather strengthened hey than 
otherwise, as it brought out the fact that 
Mrs. Harris took Mrs. Botkin’s address, 
which the purchaser gave as the Victoria 
hotel, where she resided up to the time of 


evidence 


her arrest. 

Mrs. Rouff, an aged woman, told of her 
acquaintance with the plaintiff, which was 
that of an intimate. She also Knew Dun- 
ning very well. Mrs. Rouff said that on one 
occasion when she called on Mrs. Botkin 
at her rooms the defendant showed wher a 
handkerchief, asking her if it was not a 
beautiful one for the price. Mrs. -Rouff 
recognized the. handkerchief sent to Mrs. 
Dunning as being exactly like the one Mrs. 
Botkin showed her. 

The witness identified Mrs. Botkin’s hand- 
writing in the anonymous letter sent to 
Mrs. Dunning. Mrs. Rouff was familiar 
with Mrs. Botkin’s writing and pointed out 
its peculiarities. When shown the _ note 
which was inclosed in the box of candy, 
Mrs. Rouff stated that she believed it to 
have been written Mrs. Botkin. She 
discussed the samples of writing shown her 
with the ability of an expert. She recog- 
nized the language of the letter as being 
that of Mrs. Botkin also. 

Witness then told of a conversation she 
had’ with the defendant on the different 
poisons and their qualifications for killing 
mice. Later Mrs. Botkin was taken sick, 
and while under’ treatment discussed 
poisons with her physicians. She thought 
the action of strychnine too harsh, and 
spoke of arsenic as being mild in its action, 
and seemed well informed upon its other 
symptoms. She told of a visit made to her 
home by Mrs. Botkin shortly after the per- 
petration of the crime, 

Mrs. Botkin was greatly excited, and 
talked about poisons, anonymous letters, 
and made other remarks that puzzled Mrs. 
Rouff. On one oceasion Mrs. Botkin talked 
to the witness about bleaching hats, and 
remarked that she had heard that arsenic 
was used for that purpose. Defendant be- 
came agitated when informed by Mrs. 
Rouff that she would ‘have to give her name 
when she purchased the. poison. Upon 
cross-examination, Mrs. Rouff intimated 
that she thought Mrs. Botkin’s illness at the 
time she asked so many questions of the 
doctors about poisons was a sham. She 
stated that at the time Mrs. Botkin visited 
her after the crime had been committed she 
felt certain of Mrs. Botkin's guilt in the 
matter, but explained her sympathy for 
her and her care of her during the brief 
illness as being impelled by Christian spirit. 

Several other witnesses were called, but 
nothing of great importance was brought 
The court then adjourned until Mon-

In response to the vatican’s inquiry on 
the subject, President McKinley has sent 
an assurance that the Catholics in Cuba 
and the Philippines will enjoy the same 
ample liberty as the Catholics in Amer- 
ica. 

The Washington government has also 
promised the pope that measures will 
be taken to prevent provisional govern- 
ments despoiling convents or seizing ec- 
clesiastica, property. The pope has sent 
his warmest thanks to President Mc- 
Kinley.

sessions before Recorder Goff and a jury. 
Moore’s second trial for robbery in the 
first degree began on Monday. His firet 
trial, which ended week before last, result- 
ed in a disagreement. The charge against 
Moore is that on November 4th he robbed 
Martin Mahon, the proprietor of the New 
Ameterdam hotel, after his wife, Fayne

Strahan-Moore, al _ enticed him to their 
‘rooms in the otel Grenoble. The pro- 


ceeds of the robbery, it is alleged, were 
$170 in cash. Mahon also, it is alleged, 
sigred a note for $5,000 and a confession 
of guilt. 

The prosecution rested its case late yes- 
terday afternoon, after dramatically get- 
ting before the jury the testimony of Mrs. 
Marguerite Gaw, of Cleveland, O., to the 
effect that Moore was her daugihter’s hus- 
band. The evidence of Mrs. Gaw was 
stricken out by the court, but it got be- 
fore the jury, however, and such things, 
experienced jurists declared today, always 
have an effect. The jury was not locked 
up over night, as it was thought would 
be the case. The jury in the second trial 
was considered much better than the jury 
in the first case, and none of the remarks 
that were made about the members of the 
jury in the first trial have been heard from 
any one this time. 

General opinion during the day was that 
this jury would probably find some sort 


of verdict. There were a few bets made, 


however, in the courthouse at odds of 2 
to 1 that this jury would also disagree. 
It was practically decided that if such 
should be the case, Moore will not be 
tried again. 

Not a Woman was present when court 
was called to order at 10:40 o’clock. Moore, 
followed by this guard, came in a few 
minutes later. Throughout the two trials 
he has lost his nerve but twice. The first 
time Was when the recorder charged the 
jury in the first trial, and the second time 
was when Mrs. Marguerite Gaw took the 
stand yesterday. 

Mr. Levy began to sum up at 10:45 
o'clock. His address was on the same 
lines as at the first trial. 

Levy Scores Mahon. 

“Martin Mahon,’ declared Mr. Levy, 
“did not secure this defendant's arrest in 
the interests of justice, but in his own 
selfish interest. He did not want to ap- 
prehend a criminal, but to provide him- 
self with the evidence that might bring 
him into court on a dharge of adultery ”’ 

In explaining the fact that the defense 
had not introduced a single witness, 
Moore’s counsel said the prosecution had 
failed to establish a case sufficient to prove 
Moore's guilt. The attempts of the district 
attorney to influence the jury by intro- 
ducing a witness whose testimony he 
knew would not be admitted, Mr. Levy 
denounced as outrageoys. He ridiculed 
that assertion that a man-about-town, as 
Mahon evidently wanted to be considered, 
would for three years “drive, dine and 
wine” a handsome young woman, not out 
of her teens when they first met; visit 
her in ther room, and lend her diamonds, 
solely because he hiked her society. ‘‘Such 
platonic friendship in a man like Mahon 
was impossible,”” declared the speaker. 
*T am not here to besmirch the character 
of the woman in this case. She is the 
wife of the man whom I defend; but who 
ig it that besmirches her? Martin Mahon, 
the man who for three years basked in 
her smiles; who for three years admitted 
he enjoyed her companionship, gave her 
presents, lent her diamonds, but never 
asked the return of them. 

“Why does he seek to cover this woman 
with infamy? Is it to save himself from 
disgrace ?—to protect himself from a divorce 
suit? Would Martin Mahon have done 
anything in this case if he had not signed 
that confession of ‘his’ relations with 
Mrs. Moore after he had been caught in 
her room by her husband ?’’ 

Lawyer Levy characterized the story of 
Mahon as absurd. He went over in detail 
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j all of Mahon’s testimony and peppered it 


with ridicule at every point. All during 
the delivery of his counsel's speech Moore 
rocked back and forth on the hind legs 
of his chair, with his hands in his trousers 
pockets. He looked more like the asso- 
ciate counsel, thoroughly familiar with 
the points to be presented to the jury, than 
the defendant whom the lawyér was seek- 
ing to save from twenty years in prison. 

District Attorney Asa Bird Gardiner 
himself then began the summing up for 
the prosecution, 

Colonel Gardiner said the means employ- 
ed by Moore to blackmail and rob Martin 
Mahon were the most dangerous and in- 
sidious. [The game was not new. It was 
as ohkd as the days before Homer wrote 
of Paris and Helen of Troy, and must 
be stamped out. 

Colonel Gardiner was particularly nice 
in trenching upon the incidents in Mrs. 
Moore’s room at the Grenoble when she 
and Mahon were together playing seven- 
up. “She sat on his lap,” he explained, 
“but I won’t go into that subject; it is not 
pleasant or agreeable.” 

He went on to recite the salient facts 
of the alleged assault and robbery as re- 
lated by Mahon, in short sentences, with 
no attempt at oratory or display. Leaning 
with his ‘hands on the table that separated 
him from the jury, Colonel Gardiner talked 
to the jury as Abe Lincoln is said to have 
talked to the backwoodsmen when he was 
a circuit rider in Illinois. And the jury 
listened. Colonel Gardiner picked out the 
telling bits in the testimony for them, and 
served them without flowery garnish, only 
peeling the onions, as it were, and the 
other odorous things not palatable to re- 
fined tastes with ‘‘the jacket on.” He 
then dilated upon the fact that the defense 
had placed no witnesses in evidence. Among 
his last points was the fact ‘that nothing 
had appeared at the trial to show that 
Fayne Strahan was the wife of William 
A. E, Moore. 

Moore Found Guilty. 

Court took a recess at 2 o'clock, and on 
reassembling Recorder Goff began his 
charge to the jury. He defined different 
phases of a crime and made a deep im- 
pression on all present by his quiet elo- 
quence. The case was given to the jury 
at 4:15 o'clock and it retired immediately 
to consider a verdict. 

Upon returning to court at 7 o’clock sharp, 
they rendered a verdict of guilty with a 
strong recommendation for mercy. 


THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Bil To Extend Revenue Laws of UV. 
S. Ovcr Hawaii Are Passed. 

Washington, December 16,.—The bill to in- 
corporate the International American Bank 
was buried under an overwhelming ad- 
verse majority of the house today, The bill 
to extend customs and internal revenue 
laws of the United States over the Hawa- 
iian islands was passed without opposition. 

Some miscellaneous business, 
the passage of several minor private bills, 
was disposed of at the opening of the ses- 
sion of the house. The debate upon the 
bill to incorporate the International Amer- 
ican bank was then resumed. Mr. Bell, 
populist, of Colorado, opposed the meas- 
ure. He took the ground that it was both 
unconstitutional and against good public 
policy. 

Mr. Sulzer, democrat, of New York, also 
antagonized the bill, claiming that it would 
create a gigantic monopoly which would in 
time regulate interest and exchange rates. 

Mr. Barrett, republican, of Massachu- 
setts, offered an amendment which provid- 
ed that the powers granted under the bill 
should be conferred upon any national bank 
which filed an application with the comp- 
troller of the currency in conformity with 
the general requirements of the Dill. 

Mr. Ridgeley, populist, of Kansas, offer- 
ed a substitute providing that the United 
States should establish such a bank as the 
bill created and that the bank should have 
a bran¢h in every city or town exceeding 
in population 2,500, and in every central and 
South American country where the United 
States had a consular officer, such officer to 
be the bank’s representative. 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the ma- 
jority, said he had not had an opportunity 
to examine the details of this bill, but he 
desired to present certain facts,in support 
of the jgeneral proposition. At 4 session of 
the pan-American congress which he at- 
tended the South American delegates all re-

HE SAYS FILIPINOS NATION WAS 
PROMISED ITS INDEPENDENCE. 


American Peace Commissioners Have 
Left Paris and Sail for Ameri- 
ica Today. 

Paris. December 16.—It is learned that 
Agoncillo, the representative of Aguinaldo, 
the Philippine leader, has lodged a strong- 
ly worded protest with the peace commis- 
sion, which thus becomes part of the rec- 
ords. It begins with saying that “The very 
noble and gallant Genera] Aguinaldo, presi- 
dent of the Philippine Republic,” had hon- 
ored him with “the post of official repre- 
sentative to the very honorable president 
of the United States.’’ Agoncillo then re- 
views the case at length, saying that at the 
time of ‘“‘imploring the armgd co-operation 
of Aguinaldo and other Philippine chiefs,’ 
both the commander of the Petrel, Captain 
Wood, in Hong Kong, before the declara- 
tion of war, and the American consuls gen- 
eral—Pratt, in Singapore; Wildman, at’ 


| Hong Kong, and Williams, at Cavite—act- 


ing as the international agents of the great 
American nation, at a moment of great 
anxiety, offered to recognize the independ- 
ence of the Filipino nation as soon as its 
triumph was attained.”

Dewey always believed that the 
Insurgents were friendly, especially since 
the warships of our fleet have visited the 
different ports of these islands, and since 
some of. our officers have made tours of the 
islands, carefully investigating popular 
sentiment and judiciously preaching the 
gospel or peaceful settlement everywhere 
with highly satisfactory results; a few in- 
fluential Filipinos in an ambitious attempt 
at self advancement are clamoring for in- 
dependence, though unable to realize its 
true. meaning. They are utterly ignorant 
of the difference between the name and 
reality. , 

The newspapers of Manila are doing par- 
ticularly valuable work in the simultaneous 
publication of conciliatory articles printed 
jn Spanish and in English. This course Its 
looked upon as being certain to eliminate 
the friction which has existed here. 

The admira] is greatly interested in the 
movement among the American volunteers 
to obtain their discharges here and engage 
in pioneering enterprises. He believes there 
is‘a practically unlimited field for planters, 
farmers and miners here. 

According to recent information received 
here the Filipino insurgents are endeavor- 
ing to maintain a brave show for the pure 
pose of securing the best terms possible 
from the Americans. It is the opinion of 
Admiral Dewey that it would be advisable 
for the United States to pay insurgent 
troops their arrears of wages. The whole 
amount would be a comparatively trifling.

WHAT MR, PORTER HAS TO SAY ABOUT IT 


Reduction js 10 Per Cent Less Than 
Is Indicated by the Figures 
Given. 


Washington, December 16.—President Me- 
Kinley, before leaving for Atlanta last 
Tuesday, signe@ an executive order estab- 
lishing a customs tariff for the isiand of 
Cuba to go into effect January Ist. next. 
This tariff is based upon the report and 
recommendations made by Hon. Robert P. 
Porter, special commissioner of the United 
States, who was sent to Cuba some months 
ago for the special purpose of making an 
investigation of the subjects of value and 
customs of the island. 

Following are some of the more impor- 
tant articles that may be imported into 
Cuba exempt from the duties stipulated 
in compliance with the prescribed condi- 
tions and the formalities established for 
every ¢ase in the customs ordinances: 

Carriages, portable theaters, panoramas 
and other similar objects for public en- 
tertainment, imported temporarily, provid- 
ed bond be given. 

Receptacles exported from Cuba with 
fruits, sugar, honey and brandy and reim- 
ported empty. 

Used furniture of persons coming to set- 
tle in the island. ; 

Works of fine art acquired by the gov- 
ernment, academies or other official corpo- 
rations and intended for museum, galleries 
or art schools.

‘7. In these changes of duty consideration 
has been given to the fact that the Cuban 
Cystoms under American administration 
will be collected in United States currency, 
whereas the Spanish duties were collected 
in 80 per cent Spanish gold and 20 per cent 
Spanish silver; roundly speaking, therefore, 
if the old Spanish duties were left un- 
changed it would practically mean an in- 
crease of 10 per cent in the tariff.

TWO HANGINGS IN 
- GBORGIA YESTERDAY 


‘Abner Tayler, White Man, Was Execu- 
ted in Maeon. 


FOR THE MURDER OF HIS WIFE 


‘Reuben Battle, Colored, Was Swung 
Off at Greenesboro. 


FOR MURDERING JIM BAVIS, HIS RIVAL 


Taylor Made No Str‘ement on the Gal- 
lows—Lattle Said He Killed Da- 
vis in Self-Defense. 


Constituticn Bureau, Lrown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., December 16.—Abner Taylor, the 
wife murderer, was hanged here today at 
192 o'clock. He walked to the gallows with- 
‘out a tremor, and al! that he said while 
standing on the scaffold was to tell the 
‘sheriff and other jail officials goodby. Tay- 
lor displayed wonderful nerve throughout 
the day until the drop fell, and Sheriff 
Wescott says that he had mere nerve than 
any man that he had every hung. Taylor 
epent a restless night last night, but when 
geen by a representative of The Constitu- 
tion this morning he said that he was 
feeling all right and that he knew that he 
would be better off after it was all over. 
His brothers called to sep him early in 
the morning and remained with him until 
the time he was carried to the seaffold. 

When Taylor arose this morning he was 
given a new suit of clothes by Jailer Ste- 
phan and a barber was sent up to shave 
him. After he dressed, several of his friends 
called on him and he chatted with them 
very pleasantly for quite a while. Rev. Dr. 
Matthews, the minister, called on him about 
10 o'clock and spent about an hour in 
prayer. 

At 11:45 o'clock Taylor was told to get 
jail] cleared, and even the newspaper men 
were shown the door. The judge had or- 
dered the hanging to be strictly private, 
and none but officials were allowed. Sher- 
iff Westcott, however, acted as the news- 
paper man and gave them the desired in- 
formation. 

At 11:45 o’clock Taylor was told ta get 
ready for the scaffold, and he replied that 
he was ready, and walked down with a firm 
step. As soon as he was placed on the 
gallows two deputies began to tie his arms 
and legs and Deputy Sheriff Menard began 
to adjust the black cap. It was at this 
time that Taylor’s knees began to tremble, 
but he soon recovered and told the jailers 
goodby without a tremor in his voice. 

Sheriff Westcott told the man goodby, 
and as he did so he pulled the lever. .Tay- 
lor’s neck was broken and he died in three 
minutes. The body was allowed to hang 
fifteen minutes before it was cut down. 
At the end of that time it was taken down 
and placed in a coffin and turned over to 
his brothers, who had come in for it. 

The hanging was one of the most suc- 
cessful in the history of the county, and 
the physicians present say that the man 
died without any pain. A large crowd of 
people gathered around the jail waiting 
to catch a glimpse of the man before he 
was hung, but it was impossible to see 
him, as the gallows was in the interior of 
the jail. His brother’s were heartbroken, 
and their sobs could be heard for a whole 
block. Taylor’s body was carried out to 
Doloses church, in the Hazard district, and 
buried. He was the sixth man to be hung 
by Sheriff Westcott, and as in the case of 
the others, his neck was broken by the 
fall. 


EXECUTION OF REUBEN BATTLE. 


Negro Harged ir Greenesboro Yester- 


day for Murder. 

Greenesboro, Ga., December 16.—(Spe- 
@ilal.)—Today promptly at 12 o'clock Reu- 
ben Battle, colored, was hanged in the 
old jail in the courthouse grounds. Peti- 
t'cns were sent in to those in authority by 
the good people living all around the court- 
house square, urging that the hanging be 
done outside the corporate limits of the 
town, but a. little economy ir. the plan of 
execution ovtweighed the tender feelings 
of humane citizens, and the appeal was in 
vain, So great was the feeling against it 
that whole families left their tomes in 
that part of town to spend the day with 
frienis remote from the scene of the trag- 
edy. At the same time public sentiment 
was decidedly in favor cf the negro’s be- 
ing hung, as the evidence against him di- 
rectly proved him guilty of a most cow- 
ardly assassination, and on one of his 
owr race—Jim Davis. 

Both men lived near Siloam, one of the 
small towns in Greene county. ‘The crime 
was committed last Ajpril. The facts, 
briefly stated, are these: Jealousy arose 
in the breast of Reuben about his sweet- 
heart, that Jim Davis was also courting, 
and one right at about 10 o’clock he crept 
stealthily up to the window of the room 
where they were both sitting, Jim and the 
girl, and fired the fatal shot through the 
window. He then returned to his home 
and begged his bedfellow not to tell that 
he had been away from home. 

Solicitor H,. G. Lewis, in his usual, di- 
rect and searching style, found evidence 
from which there Was no appeal, though 
persistent, and repeated efforts to save 
the negro’s life were made, but to no avail. 
The jury brought in a verdict of guilty, 
without recommendation to mercy, and 
Judge Hart for the second time sentenced 
him to hang. 

Battle was a short, thick-set, dull-look- 
ing man. His physician, who attended 
him several times at the jail when sick, 
did not think him mentally bright at all.

CARRIED A BIBLE IN HIS HAND. 


Execution cf John Harper, Colored, at 
Chesterfield, S. C. 

Charleston, S. C€., December 16.—John 
Harper, colored, who killed Sandy Camp- 
bell, white, last spring in Chesterfield 
county, Was hanged at Chesterfield Court- 
house today. Unusual interest was taken 
in his case, as it was the first hanging in 
the county for forty-three years, the last 
execution being that of a white man for 
forgery, in 1855. Througth the efforts of his 
attorney, a respite for thirty days was 
granted With a view of getting a commuta- 
tion of sentence, but Governor Ellerbe re- 
fused to commute. Harper walked to the 
scaffold with a Bible under his arm and 
hymn beok in hand. He did not show any 
nervousness. In addressing the crowd the 
murderer said: 

“I browght this or myself. I say to young 
men to do away with pistols and whisky. 
I have nothing against anybody. 1 never 
killed Sandy Campbell intentionally; he was 
my closqst friend.” 

Ife prayed for those whose duty it was to 
execute him. When he had risen from his 
knees he cried: ‘‘Come. up, sheriff;’’ and died 
with a smile on his face.

Norfolk, Va., December 16.—Arthur Lovitt, 
a negro, who killed Special Constable Neas- 
ley September 2th, last, near Princess Anne 
Courthouse, Va., while the officer was try- 
ing to arrest him for the theft of a pistol, 
was hanged today in tthe jail yard of the 
county of Princess Anne.

Rome, Ga., December’ 16.—(Specia!.)— 
Chief of Police J. B. Shropshire is missing 
and Rome has been in the throes of a great 
sensation. He was given leave of absence 
Tuesday to go to Atlanta to attend the 
Peace Jubilee. The leave expired Thurs- 
day and the chief failed to appear. Mayor 
Seay, ‘Mayor Pro Tem. D. B. Hamilton, Jr., 
and the finance committee of the council 
have been busy at] day making an investi- 
gation of his affairs. A shortage of over 
$300 has ‘been discovered, but it is not known 
how much more it will amount to. This 
was from city taxes and police fines col- 
lected by Shropshire. The council met to- 
day to take action with Mayor Seay and 
Mr. Hamilton favored declaring the office 
vacant and elect a new chief, but the 
other members overcame this. 

They wanted to let the committee make 
a full investigation before taking such a 
step. It is more than probable, however, 
that even should Shropshire return now ha 
would be dismissed. 

The town is full of rumors. He ts said 
to have met in Atlanta a notorious woman, 
formerly of this place and who was once 
the wife of a prominent citizen here. She 
sold property in this county not long since, 
it is said, securing $8,0Cv for it. 

When the present city administration 
came into office last March a bitter fight 
was made to defeat Shropshire. The min- 
isters, many leading citizens and not a few 
wives of councilmen pleaded to have him 
defeated, but he was re-elected. The city 
Officials nearly all believe that Shropshire 
has skipped for good.

which you have given me today and I shall 
go back to my duties at our great capital 
feeling that we have a united country that 
acknowledges’7 allegiance to but one au- 
thority and will march forever unitedly 
under one flag, the glorious old stars and 
stripes.’’ (Tremendous’ cheering and ap- 
plause.) 

Vhe audi ree constantly punctuated the 
president's remarks with the wildest dem- 
onstrations of approval, and especially his 
tributes to Lieutenant Hobson’s mother 
and General Wheeler’s daughter. 

Secretary Long’s Remarks. . 

At the capitol Secretary Long paid a 
handsome compliment to a prominent Ala- 
bamian as follows. He said: 

‘1 should not say a word except to ex- 
press my appreciation of your cordial wel- 
come, were it not for the fact that the 
speaker of your house, the president of your 
senate and your governor ‘in enumerating 
the distinguished men whom Alabama has 
contributed to the recent war have omitted 
one name. The navy is credited with special 
merit in view of the great achievements 
which it has accomplished in destroying 
the Spanish fleets at Manila and Santiago 
and thereby obliterating the power of Spain 
upon the sea and compelling her submission 
and the termination of th war. In bstow- 
ing praise for this result the work of suc- 
cessive secretaries of the navy for the last 
twenty years in bringing it up to the point 
of thorough preparation should not be for- 
gotten. If there was ever an honest man, a 
faithful official, a secretary of the navy 
who has devoted himself to its development 
and thus enabled it to accomplish such a 
crowning triumph, such a man is my pre- 
decessor and my friend, Colonel Hilary A. 
Herbert, of Alabama.”’

La-vton’s Living Words. 

As is well Known, General Lawton {is no 
orator, although a great fighter. People 
everywhere have called on him for a 
speech because they know his splendid 
worth and because they have been deiight- 
ed at the opportunity to show their appre- 
ciation. It has been painfully hard for 
General Lawton to respond, and yet today 
in his modest way he said something which

To a number of gentlemen privately the 
president and members of his party spoke 
in the warmest terms of their enthusiastic 
reception here. There is little doubt that 
it has been the heartiest he has exper!- 
ented on his southern trip, and it is ac- 
counted for, first by his recognition of 
such Alabamians as Wheeler, Hobson, 
Oates anc Wiley, and by his suggestion 
at Atlunta of national care for confederate 
Braves, 


A Great Day at Tuskegee. 

But to all of the visitors, not only the 
most unique, but the most significant 
feature of the southern trip was the visit 
to Professor Booker Washington's indus- 
trial institute at Tuskegee. Briefly stated, 
the programme at Tuskegee consisted of a 
drive into the institute grounds, then the 
review of the industrial parade, in which 
the work of the school was pictured by a 
series of extremely well-executed floats: 
and after that public exercises in the hand- 
some chapel of the institute. 

Professor Washington welcomed the pres- 
ident as follows: 


Booker Washington’s Speech. 

“On this occasion I do not trust myseif 
to give expression ‘io the feelings that 
fill the neart of every white man and men 
of the south because of the fact that the 
president of tne United States, who has 
the deepest place in the. hearts of every 
citizen, high and low, the members ef 
his cabinet, the governor of Alabama, the 
State legislature, together with other dis- 
tinguished citizens, including our own 
brave and good-hearted General Joe Wheel- 
er, should lay aside their immadiate du- 
ties and responsibilities to pay a visit to 
the town of Tuskegee and to this institu- 
tion. 

““‘We welcome you all to this spot, where 
without raeiil bitterness, but with sym- 
pathy and friendship, with the aid of the 
State, with the aid of black men and white 
men, with southern help and northern help, 
we are trying to assist the nation in work- 
ing out one of the greatest problems ever 
given to men to solve. 

‘In the presence of the chicf magistrate 
of the nation, I am glad to testify tnat in 
our efforts to teach our people to put 
brains and skill and ¢Cignity into the com- 
mon occupations of life, we have not enly 
the active help of all classes of citizens 
in this little town of Tuskegee, but of the 
best people of the south. Said our present 
governor in ‘his recent message to the leg- 
islature: ‘Every dollar given to the cause 
of education becomes invested capital that 
cannot be lost or destroyed, but will con- 
tinue to pay divilends from one generation 
to another.’ . 

“These are the words. This is the spirit 
that governs the action of the present 
governor of Alabuma, and I am gure that 
no one can more fitly welcome our dis- 
tinguished guest to the state than Govern- 
or Johnston, whom I take great pleasure 
in introducing.” 


Tha President’s Speech. 


The president responded as follows: 

“Teachers and Pupils of Tuskegee—To 
meet you under such pleasant auspices 
and to have the opportunity of a personal 
observation of your work is indeed most 
vratifying. The Tuskegee Normal and In- 
dustrial institute is ideal in conception, 
and tas already a large and growing repu- 
tation in the country, and is not unknown 
abroad. I congratulate all who are as- 
sociated: in this undertaking for the good 
work which it is doing in the education 
of ‘ts students to lead lives of honor and 
usefclness. thas exalting the race for which 
it was established. 

‘Nowhere, I think, could a more delight- 
ful lecation have been chosen for this 
unique educational experiment, which has 
attracted the attention and won the sup- 
porl even of conservative philanthropists 
in ail sections of the country. 

“Jo speak of Tuskegee without paying 
special tribute to Booker T. Washington's 
genius and perseverance would be impos- 
sible. The inception of this noble enter- 
prise was his, and he deserves high credit 
for it. His was the enthusiasm and en- 
tecnorise which made its steady progress 
poosible and estabiished in the institution 
its present high standard of aecomplish- 
ment. ie has won a worthy reputation as 
one of the great leaders of his race, widely 
knewn and much respected at home and 
abroad as an accomplished educator, a 
great orator, and a true philanthropist. 

“What steady and gratifying advances 
have been made here during the past 
fifteen yeurs a personal inspection of the 
material equipment strikingly proves. The 
fundainental plan of the original undertak- 
ing-has been steadily followed; but new 
features have Leen added; gaps in the 
courses of instruction have been filled in; 
the patronage and resources have been 
largely increased, until even the legislative 
department of the state of Alabama recog- 
nized the worth of the work and of the 
great opportunities here afforded. From 
one small frame house the institute has 
grown untill it includes the fine group of 
dormitories, recitation rooms, tecture halls 
and workshops which have so_ surprised 
and. deiighted us today. A thousand stu- 
dents, I am told, are here cared for by 
nearly a hundred teachers, altogether 
forming, with the preparatory department, 
a symmetrical scholastic community which 
has been well calied a model for the in- 
dustrial colored schools of the south, Cer- 
tain it is that a pupil bent on fitting him- 
self or herself for mechanical work can 
here have the widest choice of useful and 
domestic occupations, 

“One thing I like about this institution 
is that its policy has been generous and 
proaressive: it is not so self-centered or 
interested in its own pursuits and ambi- 
tions as to ignore what is going on in the 
rest of the country or make it difficult for 
Onisiders to share the local advantages. 
I aide especialiy -to the spirit in which 


the ennual conferences have been here 
held by leading colored citizens and edu- 
cators, With the intention of improving 


the condition of their less fortunate broth- 
ers and sisters. Here, we can see, is an 
immense field and one which cannot too 
soon or too carefully be utilized. The con- 
ferences have grown in popularity and 
are well calculated not only to encourage 
colored men and colored women jn their 
individual efforts, but to ceultivate 
promote an amicable relationship between 
the two races—a problem whose golution 
was never more needed than at the present 
time. Patience, moderation, — self-control, 
knowledge, character will surely win you 
victories and realize the best aspirations 
of your peopie. An evidence of the sound- 
ness of the purposes of this: institution 


is that those in charge of its management. 


evidently do not believe in attempting 
the unattainable, and their instruction in 


self-reliance and practical industry is 
most valuable. 
“In the day and night schoois many 


branches can be taught, at small expense, 
whieh will give the man and the woman 
who have mastered them immediate em- 
ployment and secure their suecess after- 
wards, provided they abide by the princi- 
ples of industry, morality, and religion here 
inculeated. In common with the Hampton 
institute in Virginia, the Tuskegee institute 
has been and is today of inestimable value 
in sowing the seeds of good citizenship. 
Institutions of their standing and worthy 
patronage form a steadier and more pow- 
erful agency for the good of all concerned 
than any vet proposed or suggested. The 
practical is here associated with the aca- 
demic, which encourages both learning and 
industry. Here you learn to master your- 
selves, find the best adaptation of your 
faculties, with advantages for advanced 
learning to meet the high duties of life. 
“No country, epoch, or race has a mo- 
nopvly upon knowledge. Some have easier, 
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} and are his unquestioned 


and: 


but not recessarily better, opportunities 
for self-deve!lcpment. What a few can ob- 
tain free most have to pay for, perhaps 
by hard physical labor, mental struggle, 
and self denial. But in this great country 
all can have the opportunity for bettering 
themselves, provided they exercise intelli- 
Zence and perseverance and their motives 
and conduct are worthy. Nowhere are such 
fachities for universal education found as 
in the United States. They are accessible 
to every boy and girl, white or black.

They will bring you 
a comfortable living, make you respect 
yourself and command the respect of your 
fellows. They are indispensable to success, 
They areinvincible. .The merchant requires 
the clerk whom he employs to have them. 
The railroad corporation inquires whether 
the man seeking employment possesses 
them. Every avenue of human endeavor 
welcomes them. They are the only Keys 
to open with certainty the door of oppor- 
tunity to struggiing manhood. Employ- 
ment waits on them; capital requires them;

“To the pupils here assembled I extend 
my especial congratulations that the fa- 
cilities for advancement afforded to them 
are so numerous and so inviting.

Others who have 
gone before you have made great sacrifices 
to reach the present results.

The School Exercises. 

The exercises were remarkable because of 
the very deep ‘mpression conveyed by the 
speakers—their expression of the deep im- 
pression which the school exhibit had made 
upon them, 

The report of the speeches given below 
will at least give an outline, an etching, as 
it were, of the impression which the parade 
and the school itself made upon the prest- 
dent of the United States, and upon the 
distinguished gentlemén who are members 
of his party. It might not be out of place, 
however, to attempt at this point to give 
brief expression of the impression which this 
Visit has made upon one who believed him- 
self thoroughly familiar with the work he- 
ing done at Tuskegee. I have had occasion 
before this to refer in the columns of The 
Constitution to the high aims, the lofty pur- 
poses and the splendid ability of Professor 
300Ker Washington. [ have thought that 
I realized not only the character of the 
work he was doing, but the extent of it. 
Today's display demonstrated that while I 
may have had some conception of the 
character of the work, I had practically no 
conception of the extent to which it has 
been carried by this really remarkable man. 


Tuskegee Impressions. 

When I first saw from the programme 
that the work of the school was to be il- 
lustrated by the students by a series of 
floats, I pictured in my mind's eye a few 
scraggy floats, crude both in design and in 
execution. We have all of us seen such 
things. How far the reality excelled the 
expectations it is almost impossible to in- 
dicate. The school itself is very much 
more extensive than I had any idea of. 
There are, I believe, forty-two buildings, 
and all of them—certainly almost all of 
them—were constructed by the. students 
who are being here taught the best way 
possible to meet the exigencies of life. It 
is a great big institution. It is a magnifi- 
cent institution, not only in its promise of 
future good, but in the good it has done, 
and the good it is doing every day and 
every hour of every day in the present. 

A bright-faced little chap who was very 
busy laying brick on one of the floats was 
pointed out to me as the son of the presi- 
dent of the institute. The philosophy of 
Professor Washington's scheme of educa- 
tion is*given practical illustration in the 
case of that boy. 

“He may some day,” says the father, ‘‘he- 
come a successfu] lawyer or he may some 
day become a successful physician; either, I 
think, is a possibility. That is what I think. 
This is what I know: he is certain to start 
life as a good brickmason.” 

In other words he proposes that his own 
boy and every other boy who comes to him 
shall be first given the knowledge which will 
benefit him in making a living. If after he 
attains this knowledge there should be the 
ambition for further knowledge in other 
lines that is another question.

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The President in Georgia. 

For the first time in its history, the 
Btate of Georgia will have within its 
limits for a whole week a president of 
the United States. 

The Constitution, speaking for Geor- 
gia, whose interests and pride it keeps 
ever in view, feels confident that the 
president will find here a state and a 
people second to none in the United 
States. Already he has had in Atlanta 
a foretaste of that hospitality and loyal- 
ty for which Georgia is so pre-eminent. 
Going from this city he will reach the 
city of Macon, one of the oldest com- 
munities in the state, as well as one of 
the proudest. There he will find a re- 
finement of hospitality and an exuber- 
ance of welcome characteristic of the 
south in its best and paimiest days. The 
gallant people of Macon, its noble men 
and its beautiful women know well how 
to extend the graces of polite society 
and typify the highest forms of Georgia 
manhood and womanhood. Within the 
gates of that chivalrous and beautiful 
Georgia city the president will find him- 
self in the center of a state whose pos- 
sibilities are imperial and whose people 
are without peers. 

Passing from Macon to Savannah, he 
will find himself in that rare old fountain 
of hospitality which, for over a century, 
has held world-wide fame. A city thor- 
oughly cosmopolitan, her citizens broad- 
ened by travel and polished by educa- 
tion, it has been the center of social 
triumphs and personal amenities of the 
most graceful character. Patriotic, pub- 
lic-spirited and absolutely fearless in 
the hour of danger, the Savannahian has 
always been the pride of Georgia. 

From Savannah to Augusta the presi- 
dent-will again be inspired by scenes of 
revolutionary interest and will be greet- 
ed by a people who had the honor to 
extend the same cordial weicome to the 
first president of the republic—the im- 
mortal George Washington. ‘Thus he 
will have seen within the week the 
sturdy young city of north Georgia, 
which has triumphed over the fires of 
battle and adverse conditions until it 
has won a place among the commercial 
centers of the world. In Macon he 
will observe a splendid citizenry and 
the commercial emporium of the great 
cotton center of Georgia—a city in whose 
interest The Constitution has always 
taken the deepest pride. The home 
and the foundation of Georgia he will 
find upon the banks of the Savannah, 
where he can commune with the benev- 
olent spirit which animated Oglethorpe 
when he selected the infant colony for 
the purpose of improving the condition 
of the poor in trowded England.

The Augusta Strike. 

It is to be hoped that the labor trou- 
bles in Augusta will soon be settled. 

The fact’ that disagreements should 
have broken out between the mill men 
and their operatives is being used over 
the country as an argument that there 
is danger ahead for the southern mills. 
(Notwithstanding the gentral prosperity 
of southern mills, and the contentedness 
of their help, an occasional strike gerves 
as a balm to the ruffled feelings of those 
who see the center of power shifting 
from New England to the old south. 
The difficulties which have occurred in 
the city of Augusta are not of a char- 
acter to justify any such self satis- 
faction which may be felt by rivals 
abroad. Nevertheless, in the interest 
of the general public, as well as of the 
parties concerned, it is to be hoped that 
an agreement will be reached whereby 
there will be a re-establishment of con- 
fidence between emplovers and employed. 
 §$Strikes are rarely ever fruitful of 
much good. Even in cases where, af- 
ter weeks of idleness, gains have been 
‘made from employers, they are more 
than offset by the misery and the de- 
moralization produced by the want ana 
the idleness which have been enforced. 
On the other hand, employers suffer

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This One Speeck. Glory Enough. 

The importance of the speech deliv- 
ered by the president to the legislature 
of Georgia grows as its full significance 
begins to be appreciated. 

‘When Atlanta first devised the idea 
of a Peace Jubilee its scope and its pos- 
sibilities were inchoate. It was only 
known that a time for rejoicing had ar- 
rived and that Georgia’s heart was as 
fully stirred as that of any other state 
in the union. Slowly the movement 
grew until at last, in the culmination of 
events, it became national in the inter- 
est which it had created. The same 
surprise which had ushered in its full 
development was also attendant upon 
the new and important turn which had 
been, given to it by the president in his 
first public utterance. Speaking to the 
legislature of which Robert Toombs and* 
Alexander H, Stephens had been mem- 
bers, whose participation in the war of 
secession was loyal and enthusiastic, he 
surprised its members by suggesting to 
them that the time had come. when 
every line of division should be obliter- 
ated and when the men who had fallen 
upon the southern side should, equally 
with those of the north, be esteemed as 
the priceless heritage of American pa- 
triotism. The manner in which this 
expression has been received throughout 
the south is evidence of that which 
was known already to exist—that our 
people were in heart and hand in sym- 
pathy with that gallant ex-confederate 
who was the stormy petrel of the battle 
of Santiago. From every section of the 
northern states there have been received 
words of commendation and approval of 
the president’s offer of complete har- 
mony and reconciliation. 

This event has so completely altered 
the purpose and original design of the 
Peace Jubilee that it deserves to be 
remembered as its controlling idea. 
Here, in the military key of the late 
confederacy, surrounded by ex-soldiers 
of the army which followed Lee all the 
way to Appomattox, the president of the 
United States, speaking for the federal 
soldier, for the republican party, for the 
northern people, extends without condi- 
tion and without pledge, the hand of 
fraternity, which was eagerly grasped, 
and thus division is ended and we are 
one people once more! Not one peo- 
ple, half of whom are pinned to the 
earth by bayonet thrusts, but one people, 
each of whom feels that there is cen- 
tered in himself the honor, the integrity 
and the prosperity of the American 
name and the glory and maintenance of 
the American flag! 

In the many events which Atlanta has 
served a part in organizing, there is not 
one in which she can feel a greater pride 
than in this public development and 
declaration of heartfelt harmony ana 
restored unity. Already within two 
days the matter has been taken up in 
congress, and the idea is so graceful 
in its purpose, so magnanimous, that 
there has not been raised one voice of 
dissent. 

Ever since the _ southern = soldiers 
turned away from their stacked arms to 
re-establish their homes thev have been 
as loval to the flag as could possibly 
have been the most radical of those 
who had fought against tuem. All they 
asked was the privilege of maintaining 
the sacred traditions of the past, of 
honoring the memory of the men who 
had fallen in battle and of a recognition 
of their integrity in entering into seces- 
sion, 

The only difficulty which has been in 
the way of this recognition hitherto has 
been found in the victorious party which 
has demanded pledges and tests and evi- 
dences of regret for what had passed. 
This second battle for principle has been 
fought during a_ period of thirty-five 
years, and now the president comes 
among us, and accepting us we are 
with our traditions, with our dead’ we 
stand within the household upon equal 
terms, honoring alike the memory of 
Lee and Grant, of Davis and Lincoln, 
Kach of them obeyed the authority 
which was known to him, and each of 
them was true to every duty of citizen- 
ship and of manhood. 

Verily, we are living in historic days, 
the story of which will enliven the 
chronicles of the time to come! 
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What of Today? 

Today’s proceedings wil! end the first 
session of the present general assembly 
of Georgia, and as yet, the people are in 
doubt as to what will be the outcome. 

Before the assembling of this body 
there came up from all parts of the state 
a cry for relief from oppressive taxa- 
tion. This demand was so in accord 
with the times and was presented with 
so much justice that none of those who 
favor higher appropriations have been 
able to find argument against it, save 
that of silence. With the land owners 
of the entire state in debt. to their 
factors and compelled to carry the 
debts of their laborers and tenants as 
well, the business depression has reachea 
into the towns and cities, and all of our 
people, those who produce as well as 
those who supply and who are inter- 
dependent upon each other, find them- 
selves ground down by the octopus of 
taxation. Opposed to those people who 
have the taxes to pay, stand the bene- 
ficiaries of appropriations, who, without 
feeling for the men in the ditch, demand 
that they shall continue to submit to 
the onerous exactions of government. 

The condition into which our finances 
have been thrown was fully set forth 
by reports from the state treasurer. To 
this was added the investigation and 
finding of the governor himself, Find- 
ing and empty larder and a hungry 
household, the governor saw the ne- 
cessity of strict economy in order to 
reach that point where we can live with- 
With all of these facts 
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in its possession, the legislature has 
passed its entire session, and finds it- 
self now entering upon its last day, with 
not a single one of these important mat- 
ters attended to. Either the appropri- 
ation bills will have to be rushed 
through amid the excitement and pres- 
sure of the closing hours, or they will 
have to go over and be considered in a 
special session, which means more tax- 
ation upon the people. 

There is no use of going around the 
corner to declare that the people have 
a right to relief, and not only this, but 
that they have a right to the full and 
orderly consideration of their business 
within the proper hours of legislation. 
That is a policy which is to be repre- 
hended which holds back important 
-mMatters to be rushed through under 
pressure in the last hour of the session, 
or what is worse still, to be passed dur- 
ing the gaining of a fraudulent hour by 
turning back the hand of the clock. The 
legislature should not attempt: to do 
that which would be condemned in pri- 
Vate business. It has itg regular period 
of session, its regular business hours, 
and witain this session and within 
these hours, it Should perform its bus- 
iness decently and in order. 

With the appropriations, as it now 
may be made up, the 
tax rate for 1899 will be over $7 per 
thousand. Increase has been the order 
of the day in appropriations, rather than 
decrease. The man tapping at the 
treasury window for attention has been 
given more consideration than the man 
in the furrow, who is compelled to pay 
the bill out of his 4-cent cotton. 

This ig a pitiable condition, and. one 
which should arouse the indignation of 
the people, who certainly had a right 
to a substantial reduction of the ‘tax 
rate, 
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A Southerner in Boston. 

The New York Sun remarks on the 
fact that The Atlantic Monthly has re- 
covered its old-time vigor and bril- 
liancy under the editorship of Mr. Wal- 
ter Page, a southerner. What is most 
curious, however, is the fact, not that 
the early brilliancy and vigor of this 
magazine have been recovered under the 
management of an editor so thoroughly 
equipped at all points, but that-a south- 
erner should sit in the chair occupied by 
those who gave pith‘and purpose to the 
anti-slavery movement in New England. 

Among the great changes that have 
taken place in this country, this is not 
the least interesting. Mr. Page was 
born in North Carolina, and edited a 
paper there in the seventies. Thence 
he went to New York, engaged in lit- 
erary work, and emerged from obscurity 
as the editor of The Forum, a place 
he filled with distinguished success until 
failing health compelled its proprietor, 
Mr. Metcalf, to move to Florida. 

Irom The Forum, Mr. Page went to 
Boston as assistant editor of The At- 
lantic. For some months he has been 
its editor, and under his management, 
it has been restored to something better 
than its old place. Even in its prime, 
The Atlantic spoke for only a small 
part of the country, and in the nature 
of things, spoke bitterly; but now, for 
the first time in its history, it speaks for 
all the people and for the whole repub- 
lic. It has broadened in all directions; 
and while it has, for many years, been 
the only American magazine that stands 
for pure literature—for which it de- 
serves all praise—its field has suddenly 
become broader, its methods are more 
definitely American, and its genera] pol- 
icy has been expanded and improved. 

It is as if a man who has not been 
feeling well after feeding on confections, 
suddenly finds himself restored by a 
“luncheon” of corn dumplings and pot- 
liquor, and begins to show the boys 
some of the athletie tricks he learned at 
se hool. 

The Atlantie should find a large num- 
ber of readers in this part of the coun- 
try, not because Mr. Page is a southern- 
er, but because the magazine has become 
American in the best and highest sense 
of the word. It still remains our only 
literary monthly; -it is still true to all 
its traditions that are worthy to survive; 
but in addition to these it has had en- 
grafted on its policy a strong and vig- 
orous modern spirit, which is sure to 
have a most stimulating influence on 
the intellectual thought of this country. 
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An Undefined Question. 

From the way in which the gold press 
is commenting on the report of an inter- 
view with Mr. Bryan, which was sent 
out from Savannah a day or two ago, 
it is easy to perceive that they are re- 
joicing over what they regard as the 
temporary obliteration of the free coin- 
age issue and, along with it, the main 
declarations of the Chicago platform. 

These gold organs perceive what must 
be clear to everyone, that the moment 
the democratic party sets its face 
against what may be roughly described 
as ‘‘the results of the war,’ that action 
is the same as saying goodby to the 
Chicago platform with all its accom- 
paniments; yet they persist in forget- 
ting that no democrat—not even Mr. 
Bryan—has the right to speak for the 
party on any question unless it be found 
in the Chicago platform. Any democrat 
has the right to speak for himself on 
such a matter, but his views do not 
commit the party. 

There seems to be a good deal of 
misunderstanding in both parties and 
among all sorts and conditions of men 
on the Philippine question. This is be- 
cause the matter has not been clearly 
defined; it is made up of a mass of con- 
fused and conflicting individual opin- 
ions. Let any of the readers endeavor 
to answer to themselves the inquiry: 
“What is the Philippine question?” They 
will at once perceive, unlesg they have 
made a special study of the question in 
all its. bearings and relations—unless 
they know, indeed, precisely what the 
republican programme is to be--that they 
have no very cleir notions in regard to it. 
The republican leaders themselves have 
no well-defined policy; they are waiting 
on events. 

There is, to be sure, in the republi- 
can newspapers, a great hue and cry 
against “imperialism,” but as this term 
can only apply to the conquests of mon- 
archial governments, which can only 
give to new peoples a new order of tyr- 
anny, it is clear that it means nothing 
here. Individual and editorial cranks 
may have their minds frightened or jr- 
ritated by such a ery; but the ears of 
sensible men are clcsed against it. They 
recognize its silliness. 

Now as the Philippine problem is not 
a question of “imperialism,” and cannot 
be such in the nature of things, what is 
it? That is precisely the matter which 


the parties, the politicians and the lead- 
ers are now pondering. The question 
has not been defined, and will not be un- 
til the country is made aware of the 
administration programme, It may hap- 
pen that this administration programme 
will be broader than party lines; it may 
happen that Mr. McKinley, who seems 
to be a good many leagues in advance 
of the partisan politicians on various 
lines of thought and procedure—it may 


. happen, we say, that Mr. McKinley may 


take the broad view that the results of 
a war, which was urged by the dem- 
ocrats and agreed to by the republicans, 
should be adjusted by the leaders of 
both parties. 

We do not say that this will happen; 
it would be curious, indeed, if it did; 
but it ig not inconceivable. In any 
event, it would be well to remember that 
While every democrat has a right to his 
opinions and to shout them from the 
housetops if he has a mind to, no dem- 
ocrat, from the greatest to the smallest, 
has any right to speak for the democratic 
party on questions that have neither 
been defined by opponents nor acted on 
by the party itself. No individual can 
commit the party to any course of ac- 
tion whatsoever; it is only the voice 
of the majority that can speak definitely. 

As we have hinted before, very few 
persons in this country know what the 
Philippine question is to be when it 
takes the shape of a political issue. AS 
the originator and stout supporter of 
the doctrine of territorial expansion, the 
democratic party will not array itself 
against its own policy in the ease of the 
Philippines. It may, indeed, when the 
time comes, oppose their acquisition, but 
most assuredly not on the ground that 
this acquisition means territorial expan- 
sion, and is therefore wrong. When 
democratic opposition comes it must be 
based on something decidedly undemo- 
eratic—and therefore dangerous—in the 
scheme which is to dispose of the 
islands and the interests of their in- 
habitants. 

The point we aim to emphasize, how- 
ever, is the fact that in the present state 
of the question, no democrat has a right 
to speak for his party on the subject. 
There are thousands of democrats who, 
in the present state of public opinion, 
are enthusiastically in favor of retain- 
ing the Philippines and conferring upon 
their inhabitants the blessings of de- 
mocracy, liberty and political freedom. 
On the other hand, there are democrats 
who see nothing but evil in the whole 
business. There is just as serious a 
division among republicans. This is 
because neither party has definite ideas 
on the subject. 

Since the report of his Savannah in- 
terview was given out, Mr. Bryan has 
had a talk in Washington with a news- 
paper correspondent, in which he de- 
clared that the silver question and the 
main features of the Chicago platform 
would be the issues in 1900, and he re- 
fused to say anvthing with regard to 
the vague and undefined Philippine ques- 
tion. Such reticence is very becom- 
ing in a man who occupies Mr. Bryan's 
position as a party leader—as a leader, 
we mean, on the defined issues of de- 
mocracy; and it would. be equally be- 
coming in all the leaders of the nation- 
al organization to exercise a wise con- 
servatism in discussing matters which 
have not wet been presented to the par- 
ty in a definite form. 
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A Test of Co-Education. 

One of the strongest protests which 
has vet been raised agains; co-education 
comes from /Wesleyan University, of 
Middletown, Conn. : 

Notwithstanding the fact that this is 
a church institution, the professors were 
astonished the other. day to hear 250 
male students turn loose a new college 
yell: “To Hell with Co-education!” 
Why these religious youths should have 
been so wrought up, does not fully ap- 
pear from the public account, but the 
fact remains that the presence of seven- 
ty women in theyuniversity has had the 
effect of setting the 250 men wild, to such 
an extent that they have adopted the 
college vell just quoted. 

It is explained on behalf of these ram- 
pant students that their ery does not 
mean to “hell with the seventy women.” 
The female scholars are described as 
bright young ladies, who have deported 
themselves well in every way, and the 
whole trouble seems to lie in the fact 
that there are some places where men 
like to meet women, and some others 
where they do not, and that they think 
the college hall is not the place in which 
to meet them. Wesleyan University, 
which is thus brought into notice, was 
organized as a Methodist Episcopal col- 
lege in 1831. It has graduated 2,000 stu- 
dents and has a productive fund of about 
$1,200,000. Some time ago the advanced 
people began acry in favor of co-educa- 
tion, and managed to secure the consent 
of the faculty of this university to make 
a test of it. That test is now about to 
be abandoned, because the university is 
afraid that it will lose its male students 
and become a female seminary. It has 
been found difficult to induce boys to 
attend the institution, because they do 
not want to be ranked as females, This 
depletion in the freshmen rank. has 
aroused the seniors, who have been 
guilty of the college cry noticed hereto- 
fore. 

This failure of co-education, springing 
from the objection of the voung men 
themselves, will be something worth 
consideration, and the result will be 
watched with a good deal of interest. 

Our Fish Prcducts. 

In a report of the United States com- 
mission of fish and fisheries it is shown 
that the fish products of Georgia are 
worth cultivating. 

‘There are in this state 1,869 persons 
employed in fisheries, with outfit and 
cash capital representing an investment 
of $284,864. Upon this investment there 
is earned annually the sum of $170,605. 
There .were marketed during the .vear 
4,993,100 pounds of fish, of which 787,- 
\.o0 pounds were shad and 3,406,440 
pounds of oysters. Other fish which 
appear in large quantities were cat- 
fish, channel bass, mullet, sheepshead, 
spanish mackerel, squeteague, sturgeon 
and whiting and also clams, shrimp and 
terrapin. 

These figures suggest an industry 
which might be largely increased with 


a little intelligence and hard work. 
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To read the recent stories of the Paris 
mob is to cease to wonder that the Ger- 
mans promenaded through that city 
with old King William at their head. 

Again we hear from Editor Godkin 
that the silver question is dead.

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SOME STRAY SGRAPS 
OF GEORGIA HISTORY 


When Joel Chandler Harris wrote his en- 
tertaining and instructive book entitled 
“Stories from Georgia History’’ he whetted 
the public appetite for something more on 
the Same line. 

There are several large Georgia histories 
in existence, but they are incomplete—not 
up to date, and they are not written in 
What is called a popular style. If Mr. 
Harris could be induced to write a state 
history somewhat on the line of John Bach 
McMaster’s “‘History of the People of the 
United States” it would be a charming 
work of permanent value. We need a his- 
tory which will tell the story of the progress 
of our people from the days of Oglethorpe’s 
little colony dowr to the present time. 


Although the history written by Mr. Law- 
ton B. Evans does not pretend to be any- 
thing more than a ‘‘History of Georgia, for 
Use In Schools,;’”’ it shows that the author 
has the proper conception of what a more 
elaborate and popular work should be. 

Within less than 350 pages Mr. Evans has 
condensed the most important facts con- 
nected with the growth and development of 
Georgia, and the every-day life of her peo- 
ple in war and in peace. The author was 
hampered by his limitations, but he tells 
his story in such a terse and graphic fash- 
ion that it cannot fail to interest both 
young and old readers. Among other at- 
tractions the volume contains 144 portraits. 


Perhaps it will interest newspaper read- 
ers to present here, in a brief and sketching 
way, some of the historical facts deal with 
by Mr. Evans. 

In a recent article I condensed from his 
beok the romantic story of the various at- 
tempts of the Spaniards to conquer and 
nold our present territory. Some of. the 
other periods in our history are so familiar 
to the great mass of readers that it is un- 
necessary to refer to them now. 

The original idea was to make Georgia a 
great silk growing colony, and it was also 
to as a barrier between the other 
American colonies and the Spaniards. 

It was a very religious and moral com- 
munity. Liquor And slavery were at first 
prohibited, but after some years both were 
permitted, and even the pious George 
Whitefield declared that it would be a 
Christian act to import the Africans as 
slaves and civilize them. 

Silk Was not profitable enough and 
colonists tried indigo, stock farming 
vineyards. 

Cotton received no attention until after 
the revolution, and it was not regarded as 
a profitable crop until after Whitney in- 
vented the cotton gin. 
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In 1773 there were about 1,400 plantations 
in Georgia, and the colonists exported deer 
skins, rice, indigo, naval stores, corn, peas, 
lumber, shingles, cattle, horses and bar- 
reled beef and pork. 

After the revolution all of the property of 
the tories was confiscated by the state, 
landS were granted to the soldiers and free 
schools were established in each county. 

In 18038 the land lottery act was passed 
and under it the unappropriated lands 
ceeded by the Indians were distributed 
among the whites. 

The idea of running boats by 
curred to William Longstreet, ef Augusta, 
as far back as 1788, but he did not try his 
craft until 1806, when he tested a steamboat 
on the Savannah river. Robert Fulton's 
steamboat made its appearance a year 
later on the Hudson and he is known asthe 
inventor of it. 

Early in the present century there were 
many few factories in the state, and two 
started in 1810 in WjIkes and Morgan coun- 
ties were soon abandoned. 

The Bank of Augusta was the first bank. 
It was chartered in 1810. 

About that time Mt. Zion and Powe!lton 
academies were started and in 1812 other 
academies were chartered and aided by the 
legislature. 
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In 1810 Georgia had a population of about 
24,000. The exports amounted to $2,500,000, 
having increased nearly a million 
in ten years. Savannah was the 
city, with about 5,000 population. August€ 
was a small town with a good trade. 

In 1819 the first steamship to cross the At- 
lantie ocean sailed from Savannah to Liver- 
pool. It used pitch pine for fueleand had 
an iron wheel on each side. 

At that time every little town was an 
industrial center and many usefu] articles 
were made at home, because it was ineon- 
venient and expensive to send to distant 
cities for them. 

Stage coaches were the only publie 
veyances, and the inns where they stopped 
to change horses were important places. 

Crops had to be carried in wagons to Sa- 
vannah, Augusta or Charleston and zoods 
had to be transported in the same way. 
The wagons camped by the roadside at 
night and cooKed their own provisions which 
they carried witn them. 

Tobacco was a big crop in the northern 
part of the state about seventy-five years 
ago and a road running from that region to 
tichmond county was known the ‘“*To- 
baeco road.’ It was nowhere wrossed by 
water, this having been necessary to guard 
the injury by wetting. 

The few newspapers then were wecklies. 
People were educated in political matters 
at larg public metings which were address- 
ed by the leading men of the day. Barbe- 
cues followed these meetings and they soon 
became famous throughout the country. 

Militia drills and corn shucking frolies 
were great occasions. Fok hunting was one 
of the chief amusements of the wealthier 
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In very early times each county had a 
president, but about 1743 this plan was 
abandoned and a president was appointed 
for the entire colony. 

Many white servants and = apprentices 
came over the under the rule of the 
trustees and one of these apprentices, Wil- 
liam Ewen, became president of Georgia. 

As a roya] province the colony had a 
general assembly, composed of twelve 
members appoiinted by the king, called the 
gq@ernor’s council, and the larger body was 
made up of representatives elected by the 
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people. 

The first assembly issued paper 
and made it a legal tender. 

When the people revolted against British 
rule they framed a constitution which pro- 
vided for a governor, a legislature and a 
judiciary. The governor was elected by the 
legislature and he had an extensive council 
which took the place of a senate. The 
sembly had the sole power of making laws. 
No elergyman couid a member of the 
legislature and any citizen falling to. vote 
in an election, without good cause, had to 
pay a fine of $25. 
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Mr. Bvans devoted several chapters to 
Georgia under the trustees, the royal gov- 
ernors, the revolutionary period, the In- 
dian wars, religion, education and industry, 
important political eras, the civil war, re- 
construction and the progress of recent 
years, 

There is plenty of rich material in the 
book and the manner in which it has been 
handled should have the effect of causing 
the public to demand a popular work on a 
more extended scale for general readers.

Collier Hanged for Murder.

Much Talk in the Senate. 

The consideration of the bill in the upper 
house excited a debate which began early 
in the morning and did not end until late 
at night, when it was choken off by a call 
of the previoug question. The measure 
came up as a special order’and on motion 
of Senator Steed was passed upon by sec- 
tions. The salaries of al] statehouse offi- 
cers were ordered paid without reduction, 
but the senate declined to vote any pay to 
the specia] attorney of the Western and 
Atlantic railway. Senator Fouche moved 
to strike out this paragraph in the house 
bill. He quoted from a message of Gover- 
nor Atkinson in which he said that he had 
made a contract for $2,000 with the special 
attorney and he recommended that no more 
money be appropriated in this matter, but 
if any other matters came up they should 
be looked after by the attorney general. 
The amendment was supported by Messrs. 
Fouche, Gross, McGehee and Hand and 
Was opposed by Messrs. Nesbitt, West and 
Blalock. Mr. Terreli offered an amendment 
to the section that the nioney should be for 
the year 1899 if the governor Saw fit to re- 
tain him. It was lost. Mr. -Fouche’s 
amendment was then adopted by a vote of 
35 to 3. 

No other snag was struck tn the bil] until 
the appropriation to the State Normal and 
Industrial schoo] at Athens, more popular- 
ly known as the Rock college, was reached. 
The house cut this appropriation from 
$20,000 to $12,000 and the committee pro- 
posed an amendment restoring the amount 
to the old figure. Messrs. Wight, Nesbitt, 
Hand, Gross, Blalock, West and Thrasher 
sustained the amendment in brief speeches, 
and Mr. Mann spoke against it, saying that 
he thought it was unconstitutional to ap- 
propriate money for this college. The sen- 
ate gave a very decided vote in favor of 
the committee’s report recommending an 
appropriation of $20,000 and the announce- 
ment of the resu't awoke Joud applause. 

Tne Public Schools. 

Then came the big question of the day— 
the public school fund. When Secretary 
Northen read this section of the house 
bill the senate chamber was crowded and 
nearly every member was in his seat. The 
house appropriation of $800,000 was a raise 
of $2,000 over the amount recommended by

The 
Senate committee raised it to $1,000,000 and it 
came up in this shape. Senator MeGehee 
promptly moving to reduce it to $600,000. 
Then the storm broke and it raged so long 
that nearly every member had an oppor- 
tunity of saying something one way or 
another before the final vote was taken. 

Mr. McGehee lead che fight for a reduc- 
tion and the cause could not have had a 
better champion. He is one of the strongest 
men and best speaker in the upper house, 
and is specially strong in a running de- 
bate. A good part of what he said yester- 
day was of politica] significance, too, for 
he did not mince words in talking about 
Governor Candler’s position on the question 
of tax reform and the efforts in certain 
quarters to misrepresent the governor. He 
Said: . 

Sen»tor McGehee’s Speech. 

“This session of the Georgia legislature 
has reached a supreme moment. | believe 
that this evening—now, while we are dis- 
cussing this question—the eyes of our peo- 
ple, from the north, south, east and west of 
this state, are centered upon us, and they 
are eagerly watching and listening as to 
what this senate will do to bring the much 
needed relief. The supreme question is, 
Shall we reduce taxation? This is our for- 
ty-ninth day, and I say to you, senators, 
that if we return to our homes and to our 
people without Lringing any relief in the 
line of taxation, we have been unfaithful 
to the demands of this hour. You remem- 
ber that it is said that Nero fiddled while 
tome was on fire; and I say to the sen- 
ate o? Georgia, as we look at tizis question, 
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Diamonds, 
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American Watches, 
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as we look at our oppressed people, we can- 
not afford to treat these matters lighily. 

“Unless we give them relief we will be 
guilty of that same thing, of fiddling while 
our people are groaning under the oppres- 
sion of taxation. Senators, how came the 
taxes 6.21 in the state of Georgia? The 
legislature made it so by appropriating 
money. The legislature appropriated the 
money that raise@ the taxes. Have not 
the people the right to say to the same 
body, ‘Give us relief by reducing the ap- 
propriations.’ We are their representatives, 
and the only power that can grant the re- 
lief to their homes. I said to my people 
on the stump, that if necessary to bring 
relief on the line of taxation, I would not 
hesitate to cut the public school fund and 
to put the knife in the pension. I represeat 
a people who are too honorable and too 
true to desire other people to pay their 
deLts. 

‘“‘Let-me say further that two-Thirds of 
the taxes in Georgia go to pensions and 
schools, and one-third is used to pay sala- 
ries. Now, the man who says that he is 
in favor of a reduction of taxes, and yet 
says, ‘I am unwilling to reduce the school 
fund and pensions,’ is deceiving himself. 
He is not in favor of a reduction of taxes, 
and his argument is a mere subterfuge, be- 
cause there is only one way to reduce taxes 
in Georgia, and that is by cutting off the 
appropriations for pensions and public 
schools: and if he is not in favor of that, 
he is not in favor of a reduction of taxa- 
tion, and he is simply using that in order 
to have an answer for the people of the 
state. I want to go on record as regret- 
ting sincerely that the bills of Mr. Bran- 
don, in the house, to reduce pensions to an 
indigent basis was defeated. The men who 
do not need them will not complain, and 
the men who marched barefooted over ice 
and snow did not fight for money; and, 
therefore, they will not complain. 

County Lines Don’t Hold Him. 

“In answer to the senator's question, I 
want to state that the school commissioner 
informs me that the county of Talbot pays 
into the treasury $7,000, in round numbers, 
and that she receives from the treasury 
$14,000. As I said, my people receive more 
than they pay in taxes, Lut I would deem 
myself unworthy to represent my people 
if I was not broad enough to consider the 
interests of other counties outside of my 
senatorial district. We are here to legis- 
late for the common good. We are not 
legislating for my county or yours, oF for 
my congressional] district or for yours, nor 
for any one but for the common 
good of all our oppressed people. 

‘“] want to say this: I hold in my nand, 
as I believe, one of the one- of 
the straightest and one of the best mes- 
sages that was ever dclivered to a Geor- 
gia dJegislature; and I said when it was 
penned by Allen D. Cendler that if W4s 
penned by a man who had the courage of 
his convictiors and was ready to go down, 
if need be, in order to protect the people 
of the state cf Georgia; and it was said 
when that message was delivered to this 
senate, ‘He has dug his political grave.’ 
But, Mr. President and senators, be that 
as it may, you know that a grave was 
once, about nineteen hundred years agy, 
dug for a certain individual in this worla, 
end stationed around that grave were sel- 
tinels who guarded it with greatest.care, 
but one bright morning the cry went forth 
that the inmate had broken the chains 
of death, and had come forth glorious and 
victcmious; and I say to you thet while 
they think they have interred him now, 
that two. years hence the people, by their 
votes, will call forth this brave-hearted 
man who has met this emergency and his 
resurrection will be far grander and nobler 
than his first triumph. (Applause.) 

“T want to say to the senate that some 
things have come to my eyes in this fight 
in the dnterest of the common people of 
Georgia. I want to say to you that it is 
a strange coincidence that it has been made 
to appear by the retiring excellenecy that 
was no lack of funds, and he has 
urged the legislature to continue to 
tain these big appropriations. I want to 
say in addition that the same sentiment is 
dhnared by every statehouse official who is 
holding over from last year. It seems to 
me, and I measure my words, that there 
seems to be an effort to hamper this ad- 
ministration. -I want to say this: That 
the state school commissioner has been my 
life-long friend, whom I have known from 
my earliest boyhood to this hour. The 
governor’s message asking for a reduction 
of $400,000 was followed by a message from 
the state school commissioner, and-I have

“Is there a constitutional inhibition on 
the state schoo] commissioner sending an 
address to the senate?’ inquired Senator 
Steed. 

“No; and there is no constitutional inhi- 
bition to keep me from discussing it 
either,’’ retorted Senator McGehee. ‘As 
an official of the state of Georgia, in times 
of oppression and hardship, the state 
school commissioner ought to be willing 
that his department share in the troubles, 
trials and. misfortunes of the people; and 
he ought to be willing to help raise their 
burdens and relieve them in their trouble 
and poverty. In another communication 
that appeared from his pen he said to the 
senators and this legislature: ‘Il warn you 
not to touch that public schoo] fund! I 
warn you that every child in the state of 
Georgia has a father!’ What did that 
mean? I say, senators of Georgia, they 
may have a father; but I say to you that 
no insinuation of that sort will keep any 
man who loves his people from standing 
up against this appropriation of a million 
dollars. 

Governor Candier’s Message. 


“Now I hold in my hand a report made 
by an expert, I believe, under the super- 
vision of our committee—the joint commit- 
tee of the house and senate to find out the 
status of the state treasury. I find from 
that, that in July, 1899, there will be a de- 
ficit of $185,000. You add to that $200,000 for 
the school fund on top of what the house 
has appropriated, and that would mean 
about $400,000; and under the resolution the 
governor is not authorized to borrow but 
$200,000. We all Know, the state knows, 
that Georgia is in the worst fix financially 
that she has been in for years. We may 
argue and argue, but you know the com- 
mon people of Georgia are worse off than 


they have been in ten years, and it is non- 


sense to say that they don’t need relief 

when we do know that they do need it;

Is the country in a bad 
fix? The senator sitting by my side has 
handed me this telegram: 

“ ‘Sandersville, Ga., December 12, 1898.— 
Hen. W. J. Henderson, House of Represen- 
tetives, Atlanta, Ga.—Introduce a bil] to ex- 
tend tax collector's time till Ist of Februa- 
ry. Look for letter by today’s mail.’ 

“T am informed that.in Washington coun- 
ty, one of the best in the state of Georgia, 
out of $47,000 taxes due, $11,000 only have 
been collected, and the ordinary is tele- 
graphing to Atlanta to get thirty days ex- 
tension. Now let us see how we stand. In 
1899 the tax rate was 3.9—that is, $3.96 


a thousand. In 1890 cotton was worth about !? 


10 cents. Then, if the tax was 3.96, it took 
thirty-nine pounds of cotton to pay taxes 
On a thousand dollars. In 1898, the taxes 
“were $6.21 per thousand. Cotton is worth 5 
cents, and therefore, it takes 124 pounds of 
cotton to pay the same taxes in 1898 on @ 
thousand dollars that thirty-nine pounds 
paid in 189. What does that mean? It 
takes just as many mules, just as many 
hands, just as much rain and just as much 
of God’s sunshine to make a pound of cot- 
ton today as it did 189. What does that 
mean? It means that it takes five times as 
much labor to pay the taxes today meas- 
ured in cotton, at its reduced price, as it 
did in 1890. Is the country in good fix? 
When taxes have doubled and property 
shrunk until today it takes five times as 
much to pay the taxes as it did in 1890. 
Some Interesting Figures. 

Now, Mr. President, I am going to give 
some more figures, and these are from the 
commissioner's office in regard to the at- 
tendance in the public schools. In 1890 the 
number of white children in Georgia at- 
tending school were 124,000. I don’t mean 
the number who were of school age, but 
the number actually attending school. In 
1897 the number actually attending school 
was 171,000, an increase of about 45,000-in 
the six years. That is an increase of about 
33 1-3 per cent, hardly that much—about 8 
per cent. In 18% the public school appro- 
priation was $638,000 and in 1596 it was $1;600,- 
000, and yet the attendance only increased 
only a little over 30 per cent. The increase 
in taxation for the public schools has been 
out of proportion to the increase in at- 
terndance. There is another thing I want 
to say. Governor Candler, in his message, 
says that he wants just as much school as 


the poor children of Georgia can utilize in, 


going to school. Let us see. I tell you that 
the poor children in the state, if you make 
the term nine months would get no more 
schooling than if it was less; they cannot 
go more than three, four or five months in 
the year at the outside; consequently the 
long term is no benefit to them, but is bur- 
den to the state. So, if you cut off this ap- 
propriation you don’t take it away from 
the poor, and you will help the taxpayer of 
the state. 

“I hope the senators will listen to this, 
because I think it is highly worth consid- 
ering. Now, Hsten: The com- 
missioner’s repart says (and this is fresh, 
and therefore it must be all right)—I will 
just read the figures. From 1893 to 1898 the 
percentage of illiteracy among the whites 
decreased 4.62 per cent, while the decrease 
among the blacks was 8.3 per cent. The 
decrease in illiteracy among the blacks was 
twice as great as among the whites. Now, 
What does that mean? It means that the 
colored children have been able to go to 
school, while the white children, on account 
of their poverty, have had to work in the 
fields, chop cotton and plow corn, while the 
colored people could take a book and a 
green apple and go to school. The poor 
white children have been plowing the 


state school] 


ground in order to pay taxes for educating 


the colored children.’ 
“Do you know how 
people received, and how. much the 
children received?’ asked Senator 
“That is germane to the issue.’’ 
The Colored Schools’ Share. 
“The colored people of the state 
zeorgia pay taxes on $1,300,000 worth 
property, while the whites pay taxes 
$269,000,000. I say the colored people get a 
great deal more in proportion out of what 
they pay than the children of the white 
people do. We had just as well face the 
issue. I don't blame the colored people of 
Georgia for taking advantage of the schools. 
It is to their credit that they do so, but 
I want to say to you,.senators, that I have 
been going the highways in my 
county, and you have been going along the 
highways in your county, and I have seen,

shall furnish the judge of the superior 
court of the circuit with the names and 
addresses of seven intelligent, upright free- 
holders of the county, recognized as men of 
ability and integrity, and from different 
sections of the county, and from among 
the men whose names are so furnished the 
judge of the circuit Shall appoint three as- 
sessors for said county. One shall be ap- 
pointed for the term of one year, one for 
two years and one for three years, whose 
terms shail begin on March Ist next after

When any property umreturned has been 
found and entered for taxation by the as- 
gessors, they shall add to the market 
value thereof 100 per cent of said value 
as a penalty for failure on the part of the 
owner to make returns as required by law, 
and the tax shall be eollected on the value 
of the property and also on the W per cent 
penalty. Such assessments by the assessors 
shall be separately noted in the tax digest 
under the head of ‘Defaulters Returned by 
Assessors, and no county official. or au- 
thority shall have power to relieve the 
owner or owners of the penalty hereby im- 
posed, or from any part thereof. Nor shall 
the penalty hereby imposed upon the poll 
taxpayers or professional tax be relieved 
or removal, the purpose being to compel 
every class of taxpayers in this state to 
make returns of their property, polls and 
professions, and to fix a penalty upon all 
who fail or refuse. 

“Sec, 56. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the assessors shall 
hold their sessions at the county site. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the receiver of tax 
returns shall be the clerk to said board of 
assessors, and shall furnish to said asses- 
sors all information in his power regarding 
each and every return, and also the names 
of every person he may know who has 
failed or who refuses to make reiurn of his 
property as required by law. Said receiver 
of tax Teturns shall not enter-upon his di- 
gests any return made by a taypaxer until 
the same has been presented to the assés- 
sors and by them sanctioned and indorsed 
as correct and satisfactory... 

“Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That any taxpayer who 
may be dissatisfied with the assessment 
placed on his property, or whose return has 
been refused by the receiver of tax returns, 
shall have the right to appear before the 
board of assessors and present his reason 
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property. The assessors shall pass upon the 
question and adjust the returns upon a 
proper and fair valuation, being empowered 
to add to, take from, or accept the return 
as made by the taxpayer, so as to make it 
conform to the requirements of the law as 
set forth in this and other statutes. The 
proceedings of the board of assessors in all 
cases of controversy shall be recorded by 
the receiver of tax. returns in book to be 
kept for the purpose.

being 72 yeas and@ 45 nays. 
Se.ator McLeeter’s Bill. 

The bill of Mr. Brannen, of the seven- 
teenth district, to amend section 72 of the 
code relative to the consolidation of elec- 
tion returns was next taken up. Under 
the terms of the bill twenty-four additional 
hours are given for the consolidation of 
election returns.

The question of exempting the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company from taxation 
on its capita] stock was the subject of some 
warm talk from Mayor Collier before the 
finance committee of the city council at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon. The mayor 
argued that this company should not be 
exempted and spoke with much feeling in 
support of his position. 

The Atlanta Home fight is a long one. It 
has been before council for nearly a year 
and has yet reached no definite settlement. 
The officials of that company assert that 
under a state statute their capital stock is

My course in vetoing the action of 
council was based entirely on the de- 
cision of the city attorney in the mat- 
ter and the question of legality, pure 
and simple. Nct only would it be a 
great injustice to the other taxpayers 
of this city to exempt the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company, but it would be 
clearly illegal. This company has no 
more right to ask for exemption than 
any other corporation in Atlanta.

Money. 


Members of the Atlanta Relief Association 
will be formally mustered out of service on 
December 31st. At that time the final re- 
ports of all officers of the association. will 
be read and considered, and the ladies. will 
receive certificates signed by President Me- 
Kinley and the advisory board of the asso- 
clation certifying to 
done by them. 

Disbandment. will then occur, and the 
ladies will have only their mustering out 
papers to show that they participated in the 
war with Spain. The report of the treas- 
urer will be an interesting document. It 
wil show how every cent that has been col- 
lected by tre ladies of tlae association was 
disposed of, and will tell of the good results 
obtained among the regiments encamped in 
Georgia. 7 

When the time for the muster out arrives 
the ladies of the association will have only 
a few dollars left in the treasury. This 
amount they will devote to some charity, 
but they have not as yet determined how it 
will be expended. 

The present officers of the association are: 
Miss Ella M. Powell, president; Miss Jen- 
nie English, vice president; Miss Isma 
Dooly, secretary; Miss Joan Clark, assist- 
ant secretary; Miss Annie Nash, treasurer, 
and Miss Elizabeth Venable, chairman of 
the executive committee, 

These ladies have managed the affairs of 
the association and have done exceljent 
service in aiding the sick and wounded sol- 
diers. They have expended a large sum of 
money judiciously and with splendid re- 
sults; they have done more than carried 
out the object of their association. 

The organization was formed during the 
early part of last June, directly after the 
declaration of war passed congress. The 
young ladies had heard their parents speak 
of the sufferings and hardships of soldiers 
during times of war, and they resolved to 
do as much as was in their power to alle- 
viate the distress they anticipated. 

Directly after the organization of the as- 
sociation the ladies canvassed the city for 
funds. In this work they succeeded ad- 
mirably, and within a few days the At- 
lanta Relief Association was on a sound 
financial basis. The call for troops then 
came, and when the Georgia boys respond- 
ed the ladies saw a chance to do their 
first relief work. 

During the time that the Georgia regi- 
ments were encamped at Griffin, but before 
they had ‘been mustered into the service of 
the government, the ladies of the relief as- 
sociation fed and clothed many of them. 
After the government began to care for 
the soldiers the ladies stopped their work 
and bent their endeavors in other directions. 

In the meantime the government was 
massing troops and recruits at Fort Me- 
Pherson. Many of them were in rags when 
they enlisted, and to these the ladies gave 
clothing to wear until their uniforms ar- 
rived. After the war commenced, and the 
sick and wounded soldiers began arriving 
trainloads, the ladies entered the hos- 
pitals, and administered to the needs of all 
those the hospital surgeons were willing to 
allow them to see, 

This work continued throughout the en- 
tire war, and many soldiers, after receiving 
their sick leaves, went home full of the 
praises -of the ladies of the relief associa- 
tion. 

While President McKinley was in Atlanta 
he was told of the splendid work done by 
the Atlanta Relief Association, and he sug- 
gested the formal mustering out plan. He 
signified his willingness to personally sign 
the mustering out papers. The ladies will 
have descriptive lists, and all other forms 
used by the government in mustering out 
soldiers. 

The certificate they will receive will be 
like an honorable discharge from the army, 
and will bear the signatures, in addition to 
President McKinley's, of the officers of the 
association and the chairman of the advis- 
ory board. These’ certificates will be 
framed by the ladies and handed down to 
their descendants, to show the part the 
ladies of the association played in the war 
with Spain.

The question of exempting the Atlanta 
Home Insurance Company from taxation 
on its capita] stock was the subject of some 
warm talk from Mayor Collier before the 
finance committee of the city council at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon. The mayor 
argued that this company should not be 
exempted and spoke with much feeling in 
support of his position. 

The Atlanta Home fight is a long one. It 
has been before council for nearly a year 
and has yet reached no definite settlement. 
The officials of that company assert that 
under a state statute their capital stock is 
exempt from municipal taxation. The city 
attorney has declared that the company is 
liable and that the state law on which it 
bases ‘its exemption claim is clearly uncon- 
6titutional. The

for several weeks, yesterday being the first 
time it has been brought up for considera- 
tion. 

It was Councilman Thomson who moved 
that the matter be referred to the finance 
commitiee, and it was he who was inclined 
to oppose the mayor's veto yesterday after- 
noon. Alderman Rice led the other side and 
ins'sted that the mayor be sustained. Mayor 
Collier happened to enter the room just as 
the matter was being discussed and 
made the following remarks: 

Mayor Hits Atlanta Mome. 

My course in vetoing the action of 
council was based entirely on the de- 
cision of the city attorney in the mat- 
ter and the question of legality, pure 
and simple. Nct only would it be a 
great injustice to the other taxpayers 
of this city to exempt the Atlanta Home 
Insurance Company, but it would be 
clearly illegal. This company has no 
more right to ask for exemption than 
any other corporation in Atlanta. 

A great huc and cry is being raised 
about the tax dodgers of Georgia. *I can 
show you three corporations in this state 
that annually rob the people of $25,090. 
Out of $803,000 assets the Atlanta Home 
Ingurance Company paid into the city 
treasury last year something like $672.

They have expended a large sum of 
money judiciously and with splendid re- 
sults; they have done more than carried 
gut the object of their association. . 

The organization was formed during the 
early part of last June, directly after the 
declaration of war passed congress. The 
young ladies had heard their parents speak 
of the sufferings and hardships of soldiers 
during times of war, and they resolved to 
do as much as was in their power to alle- 
viate the distress they anticipated, 

Directly after the organization of the as- 
sociation the ladies canvassed the city for 
funds. In this work they succeeded ad- 
mirably, and within a few: days the At- 
lanta Relief Association was on a sound 
financial basis. The call for troops then 
came, and when the Georgia boys respond- 
ed the ladies saw a chance to do their 
first relief work. 

During the time that the Georgia regi- 
ments were encamped at Griffin, but before 
they had ‘been mustered into the service of 
the government, the ladies of the relief. as- 
sociation fed and clothed many of them. 
After the government began to care for 
the soldiers the ladies stopped their work 
and bent their endeavors in other directions. 

In the meantime the government was 
massing troops and recruits at Fort Me- 
Pherson. Many of them were jn rags when 
they enlisted, and to these the ladies gave 
clothing .to wear until their uniforms ar- 
rived. After the war commenced, and the 
sick and wounded soldiers began arriving 
by trainloads, the ladies entered the hos- 
pitals, and administered to the needs of all 
those the hospital surgeons were willing to 
allow them to see, 

This work continued throughout the en- 
tire war, and many soldiers, after receiving 
their sick leaves, went home full of the 
praises of the ladies of the relief associa- 
tion. 

While President McKinley was in Atlanta 
he was told of the splendid work done by 
tihe Atlanta Relief Association, and fhe sug- 
gested the formal mustering out plan. He 
signified his willingness to personally sign 
The ladies will 
have descriptive lists, and all other forms 
used by the government in mustering out 
soldiers. 

The certificate they will receive will be 
like an honorable discharge from the army, 
and will bear the signatures, in addition to 
President McKinley’s, of the officers of the 
association @nd the chairman of the advis- 
ory board. These certificates will be 
framed by the ladies and handed down to 
their descendants, to show the part the 
ladies of the association played in the war 
with Spain.

DEPOT ON FORSYTH 


Central's Vice President Thinks That Is 
the Best Lecation. 


NOT WEDDED TO IT, HOWEVER 


His Company Will Cc-Operate with the 
Other Koads on Any Good Site. 


DECLINES TO BISCUSS THE INJUNCTION 


Says That the Belt Line Matter Is in 
the Court and Prefers Not To, 
Comment on It. 


Mr. J. M. Egan, vice president, of the 
Central of Georgia, came up yesterday 
morning from Savannah and remained until 
last night. His car was attached to the 
presidential train, which came up from 
Montgomery about midnight, and Mr. Egan 
went down to Savannah with the party to 
see that everything went smoothly while on 
the Central’s tracks. 

The route from Montgomery by way of 
Columbus is 100 miles shorter than by At- 
lanta, but when the itinerary was first 
made up it was planned to return by way 
of Atlanta, and it was thought best not to 
change the original arrangements. 

The train is scheduled to arrive in Sa- 
vannah at 9 o’clock this morning. It will 
take fast running to get there by that 
hour, but the Central has a fine roadbed 
and engines which can pull the train sixty 
miles an hour if necessary. 

Mr. Egan would not talk about the Cen- 
tral’s opposition to the Atlanta and West 
Point’s belt line. He simply said that the 
matter was in the court, and he did not 
care to comment on the status of the case 
or on the causes which led up to the appli- 
cation for the injunction. 

The Central's vice president was also 
very guarded in speaking about the new 
passenger station. As published in The 
Constitution several weeks ago, Mr, Egan 
suggested the Forsyth and Alabama street 
site for the proposed station. He made that 
suggestion to the state railroad commission, 
and he still favors the location, but is will- 
ing to go in with the other roads and build 
anywhere that a good site can be obtained. 
The present site is acceptable to him if it 
is demonstrated that there is ground 
enough for a building sufficiently large to 
accommodate the passenger business of At- 
lanta fifteen or twenty years hence. Of 
course the cost is to be taken into consider- 
ation. The roads do not feel able to build 
a million-dollar station, or anything of that 
kind, but they do want Atlanta to have a 
handsome, modern, commodious station, 


THERE WERE MANY VISITORS. 


Oitgoing Trains Yesterday Crowded 
with Passengers Returning Home. 
All the outgoing passenger trains yes- 

terday were crewded with visitors to the 

Peace Jubilee, who were returning -. to 

their homes, 

The passenger officials of the, different 
roads entering the city will not have their 
figures added up for several days, but they 
all say that the Jubilee brought great 
crowds. Thursday was the big day. Most 
of the visitors came from within 100 miles 
of Atlanta, but there were some from as 
far away as North Carolina, Mississippi 
and Kentucky. 

Again the inadequacy of the union pas- 
senger station was evident. All yesterday 
the waiting rooms were overcrowded, and 
in the morning, at noon and again about 
4 o'clock in the afternoon, the waiting 
rooms were totally unequal to the accom- 
modation of the departing passengers. 


A SUCCESSFUL MANAGEMENT. 


President J. W. Thomas Reviews Four- 
teen Years’ History of His Road. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad, came 
down to the banquet which was. given in 
honor of President McKinley at the Kimball 
Thursday night. He invited Jieutenant 
Hobson to return to Nashville with him, 
and the licutenant accepted. Major Thomas 
left about 1 o clock on a special for Nash- 
ville, accompanied by a party of gentlemen 
and ladies who had come down with him, 
and also by the hero of the Merrimac, and 
Commander Maynard. 

Major Thomas has just been relieved of 
the duties of general manager of his com- 
pany. He had held the position of presi- 
dent and general manager for fourteen 
years, and desired to have some of the 
work taken off his shoulders. His son, Mr. 
J. W. Thomas, Jr., who has been assistant 
general manager, was elected general man- 
ager by the board of directors. 

In retiring from the position, the president 
made a short speech, which was eloquent 
in the facts it presented, He stuted, for 
instance, that more than 14,000,000 passen- 
gers had been handled by the system in 
his fourteen years of service as general 
manager, and not one had been killed, and 
only two had been seriously injured. Re- 
viewing ‘this connection with the company 
as general manager, he said: 

“Gentlemen—On September 10, 1884, I was 
elected president and general manager of 
this company, and for fourteen years have 
been unanimously re-elected, for which I 
am profoundly grateful. 

‘During all of that period, with the aid 
of an assistant general manager, I have 
discharged the duties of president and 
general manager to the best of my ability, 
and the management has become a record 
of the past, of which I think we may well 
be proud. 

‘‘During that period our treasurer ‘has re- 
ceived and disbursed $108,529,526, without the 
loss of a dollar to the company. We have 
paid $4,483,756 in dividends to our share- 
holders. 

“The gross earnings have been $60,895,055, 
and the total loss by neglect, inefficiency 
and dishonesty of agents has not exceeded 
2,000 per annum, 

“Our train mileage has been _ 51,312,714 
miles, with comparatively few accidents. 

“Over 700,000 telegraphic train orders have 
been sent by our train dispatchers, and in 
only one single instance was a mistake 
made which involved accident to trains, 
and that without loss of life or limb, 

“We have transported 14,130,000 passen- 
gers, and not a single passenger’s life has 
been lost by accident to our trains, and 
only two seriously injured. 

“This is a record which will compare 
favorably with that of any railroad in the 
world. And the credit does not belong ex- 
clusively to the president and general man- 
ager, or to the assistant general manager, 
but is shared alike by the superintendents, 
the train dispatchers, telegraph operators, 
traffic officials, the men in the shops, in the 
yards, on the trains, trackmen and bridge- 
men, for all of us have workea harmonious- 
ly together as a vast family, with one object 
in view—the success of the company. 

‘‘As our road mileage has increased from 
580 milés to 1,189 miles, our gross earnings 
from $2,240,718 to $6,207,939 per annum, and 
our train mileage from 1,509,412 to 6,066,255 
miles, a reorganization of our system has 
been thought advisable, and has met with 
your approval. And, as under the new by- 
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laws you have adopted the offices of presi- 
dent and general manager are separated. 
Thanking you for your many kindnesses, I 
respectfully resign the position of general 
manager, to take effect January 1st, and, 
as provided under the by-laws adopted, I 
recommend as my successor a man who has 
had twenty years’ experience in the trans- 
portation department of this company, who 
is thoroughly familiar with train service, 
telegraphic service, maintenance of track 
and machinery, one who is a first-class 
telegraph operator, a first-class train dis- 
patcher and a first-class engineer, one who 
is in every way competent and is not afraid 
of work—J. W. Thomas, Jr. And I assure 
you if this recommendation meets with 
your approval, I will consider it the highest 
compliment that can be paid me.” 

The nomination of J. W. Thomas, Jr., as 
general manager was unanimously ap- 
proved by the board of directors, 
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RAILWAY STOCKS ADVANCE. 


The Vanderbilts and Goulds Are About 
To Moke New Consolidations. 
The rapid advanee in Vanderbilt and 
Gould railway stocks during the last few 
days is supposed to mean that all the Van- 
derbilt roads are to be brought into closer 
consolidation and all the Gould reads will 

be brought under one organization. 

The supreme court of the United States 
has decided that no two or more railroads 
can agree between themselves to maintain 
rates, but if thalf a dozen lines are brought 
under one organization, merged and con- 
solidated into one system, the traffic de- 
partment will make rates for the entire 
system and the anti-trust law cannot ops 
erate against that. 

The roads known as Vanderbilt proper- 
ties are the New York Central, Lake Shore, 
Michigan Central, Canada Southern, Chi- 
cago and Northwestern, Omaha, Dela- 
ware and Hudson and the Lackawanna. 

The Gould roads the Wabash, Chi- 
cago and Alton, Missouri Pacifie, St. Louis 
Southhwestern, Texas and Pacific and the 
International and Great Northern. 

George Gould has been negotiating for 
control of the Chicago and Alton, and it 
is thought that he has secured an option 
on a majority of the stock. If he gets this 
road it will give the Gould lines of the 
southwest an outiet from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago, where connection will be made with 
the Wabash, which extends east to Buf- 
falo. 

The Pennsylvania is said to be increas- 
ing its holdings of stock in the Panhandle 
lines. The minority interest in the Pan- 
handle system is large and might give the 
majority some trouble.

TWELVE ALLEGED 
CROOKS ARE FINED 


Judge Calhoun Seat Them te the Steck- 


ade Yesterday. 


TO BE LIBERATED CHRISTMAS 


They Wiil, However, Be Arrested 
Agaia on Sight by the Police. 


RECEIVED A FREE LECTURE YESTERDAY 


Detectives Allege the Twelve Mer. Are 
All Crocxs and They Will Run 
Them Out of Town. 


Twelve white men, alleged by the city 
detectives to be full-fledged crooks, were 
arraigned yesterday afternoon before 
Judge Calhoun, 4n the police court, on the 
charge of idling and loitering, and at the 
Clese of the trial each had a fine of $5./5 
entered opposite his name. The twelve 
men, however, will be liberated Christ- 
mas eve. 

The men were arrested several days 
in-a cheap boarding house, located on the 
corner of Bell and Decatur streets. This 
place is operated by Mrs. Craig, and the 
detectives claim that the men they ar- 
rested there are all crooks and pickpock- 
ets, who had come to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of preying upon the crowds expected 
here during the Jubilee. 

According to the detectives, crooks have 
a sort of fraternal organization. When a 
new crook comes: to a large city he is im- 
mediately spotted by the local evildoers, 
and is introduced into good crook soci- 
ety, being put ‘‘onto the ropes Crooks, 
say those who have handled them, enter- 
tain each other as well as persons fol- 
lowing a more honorable calling. 

John Murphey, a man with a bad face, 
Was arrested about two weeks ago on the 
charge of idling and loitering. He was 
sent to the stockade, but in some myste- 
rious manner his fine was paid. He was 
in the crowd that was arraigned yester- 
day, and the evidence developed the fact 
that the men who were before Recorder 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon chipped in to 
pay his fine. This, said Detective Hewitt, 
who managed the case in police court, is a 
common practice. ’ 

Spetled Some Time Ago. 

Hewitt told Recorder Calhoun that the 
men had been spotted in the Craig boarding 
house some time ago, but the detectives 
refrained from arresting them because 
they wanted to see what the men would 
do. Hewitt said that the detectives had 
discovered no work done by the prisoners. 
The manner of their living is a mystery. 

Some of them beg. Two were on 
crutches yesterday and told the recorder 
they had been begging ever since they lost 
their limbs. The men hall from all portions 
of the country, and according to what 
they said in defense of themselves they 
came to Atlanta to see the Jubilee. When 
they mentioned this a broad smile spread 
itself over Recorder Calhoun’s face. He 
had tried crooks before. 

The men arraigned yesterday 
their names, occupations and places of 
residence, George Price, farm hand, Ken- 
tucky; Kd Haffaca, thorseshoer, Indiana; 
G. H. Childs, government employee, Ral- 
eigh, Ne C.; James Johnson, farm. hand, 
Cleveiand, Ohio; Frénk Martin, painter, 
address refused: William Murry, waiter, 
address refused: George Murcheron, pain- 
ter and decorator, Knoxville. 

In addition to these, John Bell made no 
statement as to the amount of work done 
by him. He pleaded pitecusly not to be 
sent to the stockade and said he would 
leave town at once. Judge Calhoun told 
him to leave as soon he was liberated 
from the stockade. B. W. Lord also ad- 
mitted that it had been some time since 
he worked. Dick Benning made the fol- 
lowing unique speech: 

Gai Averse To Work. 

“Squire, I don’t make any claim to be- 
ing a working man. Since I discovered 
that I had heart failure I have been scared 
to work.” 

“Yes, you are a tramp like the rest of 
them,”’ said Judge Calhoun, 

John Murphey admitted having an an- 
tipathy to work. He the man whose 
fine was paid by the other members of the 
crowd. The detectives allege that the 
men had pistols, gimlets, burglar keys, and 
other crooked implements in their rooms 
at the boarding house. 

Fred Craig, who has had wone 
tated, is the husband of the woman 
conducts the boarding house on the 
ner of Benn and Decatur streets. He said 
he had not been at work. 

“Now let me tell you something,’’ said 
Judge Calhoun to the prisoners, after hear- 
ing the evidence and clearing his throat. 
“We don’t want such worthless characters 
as you hanging around this city. We all 
know you and know what you are, The 
best thing for all of you to do is to get 
out of Atlanta just as soon as you leave 
the stockade. If you don’t leave the very 
day you get out, the police will arrest you 
again, and I am going to send you to the 
stockade again. We will keep this up in- 
definitely just long as you remain in 
the city. Now don’t forget. When you 
get out of the stockade you are going to be 
arrested by the first policeman you meet. 
I will fine you all $5.75.”
